The M.W. Grand Master read the following 


ADDRESS. 

To the Most Worshipful the Grand Lodge of Canada , assembled 
in Annual Communication at Montreal , 8th July , 1863. 

Brethren : 

“ Happy to meet— -sorry to part — happy to meet again.” 

This was our parting salutation a year ago, and l, for one, think 
there cannot be a more appropriate introduction to our present 
meeting, bringing us together, as it does, from all parts of our 
common country to exchange warm and friendly greetings — to 
compare notes as to what has transpired during the year now 
passed away for ever, — to talk pleasantly of mutual friends still 
spared, and affectionately of those who have gone to their rest, — to 
consult together whether Freemasonry has derived benefit from 
our by gone efforts, — whether we have carried out her attributes 
of kindness and benevolence, and preserved unsullied her good 
name by our own conduct, and by making her,,as she is intended 
to be, a source of consolation and relief to our suffering brethren 
and fellow-creatures, — to devise additional means and regulations 
for advancing the interests of our Order, — and, by unwavering 
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allegiance to its three grand principles “ Brotherly Love , Relief 
and Truthf — upon which it is founded — to give the best 
refutation to men, who, knowing nothing of the real living beauties 
of Freemasonry, endeavor, by sowing slander broad-cast against 
her, or trying the more direct course of “ Anathema ! Maranatha /” 
think to crush her energies, and prevent her members from 
dispensing help to distress throughout this world of probation and 
trial. Let us unite, brethren, in thanking with our hearts the 
G.A.O.T.U. for His many blessings, and sparing us to assemble 
again together ; and,* having a fervent and faithful trust in Him, 
fearlessly and zealously let us endeavor to fulfil our respective 
duties as men and masons, in whatever condition He may be 
pleased to place us. 

I have a more cheerful announcement to make to you on the 
commencement of this our new masonic year. When we last met, 
our Queen and the British Empire were bowed beneath the weight 
of a heavy woe, and mourning was in the palace, the mansion and 
the cottage. Now, though memory is still clinging to the late 
Illustrious Prince Cousort, whose innate worth and untimely loss 
have been daily brought more and more home to the nation, as his 
great virtues, his manly affections, and his anxious plans for the 
glory and good of his country and countrymen have become more 
and more known to us. Our good Queen’s heavy sorrow is being 
lightened by a Divine hand, and let us believe by the entire 
undiminished sympathy of her loving subjects, and she has been 
cheering their eyes and hearts, and, as usual, hey kindly and 
womanly presence has again been felt, where pain, wounds and 
death were paramount, comforting herself, by extending consola- 
tion to others, and well may her subjects exult in acknowledging 
fealty to and love fora sovereign so noble, so good, and so purely 
womanly. But I must put a curb on my own proud English 
feelings. Brethren, the heart of that Queen Mother has been 
gladdened by the happy marriage of Her eldest son H. R. H. the 
Prince of W ales, Heir to the Crown, and the pride of the British 
Empire, and how vividly is his fresh manly face brought back to 
us here in Canada. Even now the rejoicings commenced on the 
auspicious occasion of his marriage are vibrating through the laud, 
in those British homes described by our sweet poetess, Mrs. 
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Hemans, as “ The stately, the merry, the cottage, and the free lair 
homes of Britain,” and whose prayer for them is : — 

“ Long, long in hut and hall, 

May hearts of nativo proof he rear’d, 

To guard each hallow’d wall ; 

And green for ever be the groves, 

And bright the flow’ry sod, 

Where first the childhood’s spirit loves 
It’s country and its God.” 

And how fair is the flower who now clings to our Prince. A 
distinguished novelist, Bulwer, tells that our Saxon King Harold 
promised to a Danish invader, six feet of English ground, or as he 
was a tall man, seven feet. Now, all Britain may be said to be 
at the disposal of the heretofore Flower of Denmark, Alexandra 
of England, Princess of Wales. 

I am sure I am your true mouthpiece, when I say — and the 
words comprise every good wish — God bless the Prince and 
Princess of Wales ! 

Last year, brethren, you passed a loyal, respectful address of 
sympathy and condolence to our widowed Queen. Now you can 
approach Her, and Her princely children with congratulations, 
and your fervent desire for their continued happiness, and that the 
latter may long remain a comfort to our most gracious Sovereign. 

The address you intrusted me to forward was laid before the 
Queen, and the gratifying acknowledgement is as follows : —

“ An address of condolence to the Queen, on the death of the late 
His Royal Highness the Prince Consort, has been forwarded to me by Mr. T.

“ I have the honor to request that you will acquaint the members of the 
Grand Lodge that Her Majesty has received with much gratification the 
expression of sympathy and attachment conveyed m their address.

NEWCASTLE. 
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Aud now, brethren, I will refer to matters more immediately 
connected with the Craft in Canada. Your generous resolution 
and address in favor of Mrs. T. G. Ridout, have been made known 
to that lady, and inasmuch as R.W. Brothers Harman and Spence 
prepared that address and otherwise took a warm interest in her 
welfare, I considered it but just, and would be gratifying to them, 
to carry out the wishes of Grand Lodge, and I leave to them to 
make known to you the result of your generosity. 

I have to report, and you will, I know, record the official 
announcement with sorrow, that since our last meeting, we have 
lost, with other brethren, one whose name was largely and for a 
length of time connected with the Craft. The M. W. Brother Sir 
Allan Napier MacNab, Baronet, Past Grand Master, departed 
this life on the 8th August, 1862, and my memorandum of his 
decease bears the two simple words “ much regretted.'’' I believe, 
short as the epitaph is, it carries truth with it. Our late brother was 
intimately connected with the affairs of Canada, and there is hardly 
a man to whom he was not known in some way, — and all must 
remember his kindness, his easy affability, and the pleasure his 
presence seemed to diffuse. Circumstances attended his departure 
from us which, as they were notorious, I cannot help making 
slight mention of. That they did occur is a lamentable and 
mortifying fact, for a man, so distinguished as our late brother, 
should have been deposited in his last resting-place peacefully and 
regretfully with the many friends made during his eventful life 
around. That he was a true and faithful member of our Order to 
within a very brief period before his death, I personally vouch for, 
and I have no doubt he died one. 

The general condition of the Craft continues prosperous and 
satisfactory, and shows a steady increase in Lodges and Members. 
I have granted Dispensations during the year to hold two new 
Lodges, viz; — “Peterborough” Lodge, Peterborough, C.W., and 
“ York” Lodge, Eglinton C. W., and which I recommend Grand 
Lodge to confirm by warrant. I declined to grant a Dispensation 
for a Lodge to be opened at Wroxeter, C. W., because I did not 
think it would conduce to the honor and benefit of Freemasonry. 

Two Lodges, “ Tuscan,” No. 99, Newmarket, and “ Blenheim” 
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No. 108, Drumbo, lost their Warrants by fire. Satisfac- 
tory proof was afforded in each instance, and I directed the 
Grand Secretary to prepare and issue duplicate Warrants to 
make good the loss. “ King Hiram ” Lodge, No. 78, Tilsonburgh, 
C. W., reported the “ mysterious disappearance ” of its Warrant, 
and applied for a duplicate, which I declined to grant on such 
insufficient grounds, though to save the Lodge from inactivity I 
granted my Dispensation, to have effect till the present meeting 
of Grand Lodge only. 

1 have granted several Dispensations for Masters to serve for a 
third year, where it is the desire of Lodges I always accede to 
their wish, although a clause of the Constitution prohibits a 
longer service than two years, unless with the sanction of the 
Grand Master. I am not sure but it would be more for the 
benefit of Lodges to remove the restriction altogether, for the 
brethren are surely the best judges as to who they prefer to rule 
over them. At all events I think two years too brief a term, for 
the first may be said to be passed by the Master elect in becoming 
familiar with his responsible duties, and it is during the second 
that his real value shows itself, and then the law enacts a change, 
and the experiment which the election of every untried man really 
is — commences de novo . 

I have also been called upon to exercise the Grand Master’s 
prerogative in various other ways, and have answered many 
constitutional questions, and decided matters of difference, which, 
however, do not especially require to be reported to Grand Lodge. 

Model By-Laws for subordinate Lodges have been prepared 
by me, with the assistance of that very able and zealous officer 
the Grand Secretary, and circulated as desired by Grand Lodge 
at its Annual Communication in 1861, The correct Work , as 
determined by Grand Lodge, has been made known, and. promul- 
gated. This has been done carefully and confidentially, as so 
essential and delicate a matter imperatively demanded. The 
management having been left entirely to the discretion of the 
Grand Master, the Grand Treasurer defrayed the necessary 
expense, through the Grand Secretary, by my special order. 

1 received a formal Report from R. W. Brother Groff, Grand 
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Treasurer, of a burglary perpetrated at the office of the Gore 
Bank, where he deposited Grand Lodge Funds, Vouchers, &c., and 
I am happy to state that Grand Lodge sustained no loss by that 
occurrence. 1 have not relieved Brother Grofl of his Treasurership 
during the year, because the security required from that officer 
has never been perfected by the Grand Treasurer, elected in July, 
1862, who has not communicated with me in relation thereto, nor 
has the President of the Board of General Purposes to whom I 
wrote respecting the bond, &c. 

1 sincerely regret to state that I have been compelled to approve 
of the suspension from their Masonic privileges of two Past 
Masters, one a member of the “ Lodge of Antiquity,” Montreal, 
the other of “ Tudor” Lodge, No. 141, Mitchell, C.W., for 
exceedingly improper and unmasonic conduct. These two cases 
the Board of General Purposes will inquire into and report to 
Grand Lodge, with a view to the restoration of the parties, or the 
infliction of additional and more severe punishment, if called for. 
The evidence connected with them will be produced by the 
respective District Deputy Grand Masters. I have also been 
compelled to suspend a Past Master belonging to “ True Blue ” 
Lodge, No. 98, Albion, C.W., for disobedience, or, I should say, 
for refusing obedience. Such suspension to remain in force until 
he acknowledged his error. This is the present conclusion of the 
dispute between “ Western Light” and “True Blue” Lodges so often 
brought before Grand Lodge, and to inquire into which, I appointed 
R. W. Brother DeGrassi, in accordance with a resolution of 
Grand Lodge passed last year, leaving the matter in the Grand 
Master’s hands for final action by him in the premises. 

The Board of General Purposes has met regularly and transacted 
much necessary business, under the able and diligent superinten- 
dence of the President, the R. W. Brother Simpson, Deputy Grand 
Master — and the result of its various labors will be reported to 
Grand Lodge — particularly the proposed alterations in the Book 
of Constitution, which have been duly circulated amongst the 
subordinate Lodges. The Reports of the District Deputy Grand 
Masters will also come before Grand Lodge in due course. 

The Asylum Committee will, I apprehend, be ready with a 
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circumstantial statement of what has been accomplished in aid of 
that important Masonic work, the good consummation of which is 
devoutly to be wished for. 

In the continued absence of a Committee of Benevolence , I have 
pursued the same course as heretofore, and which Grand Lodge 
approved. I have distributed help from Grand Lodge Funds to 
several deserving distressed applicants, during the most inclement 
season of the year, and in one or two cases of especial hardship 
brought to my notice by the Grand Secretary. And finding that 
this indefatigable and hard-worked officer could not possibly get 
through the labors devolving upon him, without the active help 
of the Assistant Grand Secretary , I gave him authority to 
pay, for services rendered during the year, a sum not exceeding 
$100, being the same amount as formerly sanctioned by Grand 
Lodge. 

In pursuance of a Resolution of Grand Lodge, passed last year, 
I appointed a Committee consisting of Brothers DeGrassi, Moore, 
and Fowler, for collecting Masonic Documents, with a view of 
compiling a History of Masonry , in Canada, who will report any 
progress made in their researches. And I hope the Committee 
appointed to procure the Testimonial to be presented to M. W. 
Brother Wilson, P. G. M., at length may be able to report satis- 
factorily. The subscriptions received from subordinate Lodges 
towards this well-merited Testimonial, have not amounted to such 
a sum as the Deputy Grand Master, who is also chairman pf the 
Committee, considered worthy either of the Craft, or M. W« 
Brother Wilson, and bearing in mind that by the original Resolu- 
tion Grand Lodge was to provide the Testimonial, he was good 
enough to consult with me, and we determined to devote a portion 
of its funds towards carrying out the well-known desire 
of the Brotherhood, in addition to the amount of subscriptions 
already received by the Committee. I cannot refrain from recur- 
ring to this subject, as well as inviting attention to the fact, that 
there stands recorded on the Minutes of Grand Lodge, but never 
that I can discover acted upon, the following Resolution unani- 
mously adopted, as far back as 1856, viz : — 

“ That the Grand Lodge appreciating the kind and valuable counsel and 
services at all times, of R. W. Brother Stephens, do present him with a 
Masonic Honorary Jeivel, or other suitable mark of esteem.” 
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I need hardly add, that such testimonials are always highly prized, 
and exhibited with a very commendable pride, but any delay in 
their presentation has to be borne in silence and disappointment 
by the parties interested, for obvious delicate reasons. 


ENGLAND. 


1 am happy to report that our difficulty with the Grand Lodge 
of England may be said to be at an end, for although there are 
still minor points to be cleared up, the very best feelings of 
cordiality exist. The Grand Master of England, nominated a 
Nobleman of high character attached to the Queen’s Household, 
and a Past Senior Grand Warden of the Grand Lodge of England 
Lord DeTabley, as a brother in every way qualified to succeed 
Earl DeGrey and Ripon, as our Representative at that Grand 
Lodge, and whose appointment would be agreeable to Ear 
Zetland himself. As I had already informed Grand Lodge, at its 
last Annual Communication, that the Grand Master of England, 
had been invited to transmit the name of a brother as our Repre- 
sentative, it was with pleasure I forwarded Lord DeTabley s 
credentials, and I subjoin his acceptance of the office. (See Appen- 
dix No. 1.) I request the concurrence of Grand Lodge. 


Grand Lodge having been pleased to place in my hands t 
final settlement of the standing of “ St. Lawrence Lodge No. 92o, 
Registry of England, holden at Montreal, believed to be working 
irregularly, but declared to be legally in existence by its Parent 
Grand Body, I gave the matter my most serious consideration, 
deeming it one of the greatest importance and pregnant with either 
real good or much evil, and came to the conclusion, that the Grand 
Lodge of England and her subordinate had right and justice on 
their side, and therefore. I hesitated not an instant to issue a 
Circular, pronouncing the said “St. Lawrence” Lodge, to be a 
Lodge in good standing, and as such, entitled to all the rights a 
privileges of a lawfully constituted Lodge. I attach as a record, 
a copy of my official decision. (See Appendix JSo. ■) 

Previous, however, to entering upon the consideration of this 
matter, I deemed it due to the Grand Lodge of Canada, to have 
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answers to certain questions ; and therefore desired the *Grand 
Secretary to write to the Representative of the Grand Lodge of 
England, and ask : 

1st. Why my letter to R. W. Brother Lord DeGrey and 
Ripon (dated 16th May, 1861,) had received no attention from the 
M.W. the Grand Master of England, and why our representation 
had not been rendered mutual. 

2nd. Why no answer had been made to a resolution of Grand 
Lodge, passed in 1861, respecting the existence of foreign Warrants, 
and for a return of the same, 

3rd. By what authority R.W. Br. Badgley assumed still to be 
Provincial Grand Master of Montreal, when the Grand Master of 
England specifically declared that his authority had ceased, and 
that the Provincial Grand Lodge of Montreal was extinct, and, at 
the same time, informed the Grand Master of Canada that the 
only Provincial Grand Master in this country was R.W. Brother 
Dean, of Quebec, &c. This last question being put with reference 
to the report of the District Deputy Grand Master of Montreal, 
and the attempted revival there of another English Warrant. 

The replies are contained in the annexed letter from M. W. 
Brother Stephens, which, with my communication to him, and his 
acknowledgement of the same, will afford you full information on 
all points at present requiring adjustment. (See Appendix, Nos. 
3, 4, and 5.) 

By that correspondence it will be seen that the Grand Lodge of 
England has erased many Lodges in Canada from her list, but 
still claims, among others, control over seven , which she must 
retain at present, owing to some formalities, required by her 
Constitution, not having been complied with, inasmuch as they 
are absolutely on the Registry of the Grand Lodge of Canada, as 
I have fully pointed out. The satisfactory settlement of these 
Lodges must be a simple matter. There is likewise No. 643, 
Montreal , the legal existence and continuance of which has been 
strongly denounced by Grand Lodge, and which, it will be seen, 

I have strenuously protested against, and I think for valid and just 
reasons. 
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I may mention that the Masonic Calendar for the current year 
published by and with the authority of the Grand Lodge of 
England, contains only the name of the Provincial Grand Master 
for Quebec, and, consequently, there is no longer such an officer 
or a Provincial Grand Lodge for Montreal. 


IRELAND. 

With our first friend, the Grand Lodge of Ireland, no clouds- 
now intervene to mar our harmony. On what I believe equitable 
grounds, I decided in favor of the good standing of Lodge “ No. 
209,” on her Registry, — the final settlement of that unpleasant 
matter having been likewise left in my hands. I attach (also as 
a record) a copy of my official decision, and a resolution passed 
by the Grand Lodge of Ireland, setting forth the good feeling and 
satisfaction entertained towards Canada. (See Appendix, Nos. 6 
and 7.) 

SCOTLAND. 

Your Representative at the Grand Lodge of Scotland, R.W. 
Brother Mackersy, presented his credentials, and I have the 
satisfaction of stating, that he was received with every honor, and 
the liveliest expressions of approval and pleasure, on the 
appointment and ratification of mutual Representatives. Following 
the precedent established in regard to the Grand Lodges of England 
and Ireland, 1 authorized the providing and payment of the 
necessary regalia to be worn by, our Representative, and, in 
addition, the banner of the Grand Lodge of Canada, to be suspended 
over his seat, upon receiving information that such was the prac- 
tice and custom adopted by the Representatives of all other Grand 
Bodies in the Grand Lodge of Scotland. 


UNITED STATES. 

Our relations with such of our sister Grand Lodges on this 
continent as we can communicate with, are of the most friendly 
and' satisfactory nature, but of course, the continuance of the 
unhappy and unnatural strife, waging between the Northern an 
Southern portions of the United States, deprives us of much 
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pleasurable intercourse with the great bulk of our Masonic neigh- 
bors. What proceedings have been received from them, Grand 
Lodge will learn from the Board of General Purposes and the 
Grand Secretary. 

I received an invitation through R. W. Brother Pearl, Represen- 
tative of the Grand Lodge of Maine, asking me to attend with my 
Grand Officers, a “ National Masonic Convention” to assemble at 
New York in September last, for the humane and praiseworthy 
object of endeavoring to devise measures whereby to mitigate the 
sufferings caused by civil war ; and, if possible, of lessening the 
existing state of rancour and hostility by the aid of Freemasonry, 
at least among the Brethren themselves. 

I thought it right to decline being present — first, because my 
attendance might have been looked upon as an unauthorized 
interference in a domestic quarrel, with which Canada had nothing 
to do, — and, secondly, because no Southern Brethren could have 
an opportunity of giving expression to their feelings. But, although, 
as your Grand Master, I considered it proper to observe a Masonic 
neutrality , I conveyed the assurance that Grand Lodge would be 
exceedingly glad to witness a happy conclusion to this terrible 
estrangement between men and brethren belonging to the same 
nation— a restoration of ancient good feeling and common 
brotherhood — and a stop put to the deadly animosity, that the 
force of daily events demonstrate does really exist ; and that she 
would gladly co-operate towards such a result, if she could ao so 
with propriety and certainty. . I have since perused with sincere 
pleasure, articles in the newspapers relating to this subject, and 
conversed with brethren from the United States, and my impression 
is that an approach to a better state of things has commenced to 
show itself, and that (to use the language of a New York paper) 
“ Northern Masons are placed once more on a social footing with 
their Southern brethren, thereby illustrating the principles of 
friendship and brotherly love — the watch-words of Masons all over 
the world.” 

I think, brethren, I have forgotten nothing of importances'. I 
must apologize for taking up so much of your valuable time ; but 
ive meet in 'full communion so seldom, that I feel naturally anxious 
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to inform Grand Lodge of every transaction that ha9 transpired, to 
which T myself attach an interest. I would gladly visit you all, 
but my impression is, that a Grand Master should not run the risk 
by his presence of perhaps embarrassing or interfering with either 
a District Deputy Grand Master in the local government of his 
District, or the Master of a Lodge in its affairs, unless a case of 
absolute necessity should arise. There are of course, special 
ceremonies and festivals when the Grand Master by invitation, can 
with propriety appear, and have the satisfaction of meeting and 
mixing freely with his brethren and fellows ; but where Grand 
Lodge meets only in Annual Communication, and the Grand 
Master is for the rest of the year the Grand Lodge judicial and 
executive, and appeals and many points of difference are being 
constantly forwarded for his decision, he cannot, in my opinion, keep 
himself too ignorant beforehand of Lodge and individual transac- 
tions, so as to deliver an impartial and strictly faithful judgment. 
It is under this impression that I have always hitherto acted. 

1 cannot conclude more suitably, and you will join me, than by 
praying the G. A. O. T. U. to approve our labors and cause 
them not only to be beneficial and honorable to the Craft at large 
and ourselves individually, but to the cause of humanity, charity 
and peace. Many, probably most of you, have recently passed 
through a political ordeal, especially trying to the temper, and one 
that is generally found to generate an ebullition of feeling, quite 
opposed to neighborly and brotherly communion. Let us trust 
that Freemasonry will not in vain exert her benign influence in 
calmning down and eradicating all baneful effects. Let no party 
feelings take root, debasing and antagonistic to our Order, and 
especially adverse to the second of our Ancient Charges, which 
lays down for a Masonic guidance, that he is to be a peaceable 
subject to the civil powers wherever he resides or works, is cheer- 
fully to conform to every lawful authority, and is bound by 
peculiar ties to promote peace, cultivate harmony, and live in 
concord and brotherly love. 

May this our common country be spared from the curse of war, 
and all its concomitant evils. But should it be our lot to be tried 
by such a scourge, may we and all belonging to us or in whom we 
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take an interest, be spared to meet again, after doing" our duty 
zealously and fearlessly, as faithful subjects of a Sovereign on whose 
dominions the sun never sets, and loyal citizens of an Empire, 
where under the fostering shelter of the Rose, the Shamrock, the 
Thistle, and our own Maple, freedom and protection reign 
triumphant. 

May our present labors thus begun in order, be conducted in 
harmony, and closed in peace. So mote it be.

DECISION IN THE MATTER OF THE ST. LAWRENCE LODGE, No. 

923, REGISTRY OF ENGLAND, HOLDEN AT MONTREAL, C.E. 

To all to whom it may concern , 

GREETING : 

The Grand Lodge of Canada, by Resolution, on the 11th July 
last, requested me as Grand Master, to make further enquiry into 
the 5 difficulty now at issue with the Grand Lodge of England, in 
relation to the above Lodge, declared by the former Grand Body 
to be working irregularly, but pronounced by the latter to be in 
good standing, and also to take such final action in the premises 
as to me may seem meet, and I now, therefore, (after most careful 
consideration and deliberate examination of the evidence and argu- 
ments adduced and brought forward, and after well-weighing every 
part thereof, and procuring further information on some points 
that did not seem sufficiently clear in my judgment,) feel bound to 
and do declare the said “ St. Lawrence ” Lodge, .No. 923, R. E., 
Montreal, to be entitled to full and free recognition by the Grand 
Lodge of Canada, and all her subordinate Lodges and members 
belonging thereto \ and such being my solemn conviction and 
decision^ I do hereby revoke my edict , bearing date 16th January 
last, prohibiting communication with the said 46 St. Lawrence ” 
Lodge and its members, and by power vested in me by the 
Resolution hereinbefore mentioned, l further declare all former 
decisions, of whatever kind, relating to this matter, null and void, 
and of no further effect \ and I do enjoin all lodges and brethren, 
hailing underand acknowledging allegiance to the Grand Lodge of 
Canada, to cultivate and exchange friendly intercourse with the 
said “ St. Lawrence” Lodge and its members, and their Brethren 
and Fellows in Freemasonry. 

My reasons for arriving at and adopting this final action in the 
premises, and thereby putting an end to the much to be regretted 
difficulty now existing between two Grand Bodies, who ought to 
be united by the closest bonds of good fellowship, are as follows: 

1. — After a careful perusal of the correspondence between my 
predecessor and the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of England, 
published with and forming a portion of the Minutes of our 
Proceedings of 1859, and which, therefore, I have to judge literally 
as it there stands, 1 have arrived at the irresistable conclusion, 
that the good faith of the Grand Lodge of Canada is pledged to 
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recognition of the Lodge in question, and had I studied that 
correspondence as closely as I have now done, an omission on my 
part, which I most sincerely regret, I should have protested 
decidedly against the good standing of “ St. Lawrence ” Lodge 
being questioned in 18G0, because of events which transpired in 
1855, in the face of such a correspondence during the interval in 
which, after the most direct allusions to this particular Lodge as 
one of seven to which my predecessor suggests that the Grand 
Master of England should offer for consideration tbeir then uniting 
with their brethren and fellow subjects in the Grand Lodge of 
Canada, but which proposition is rejected, as “ inconsistent with the 
obligations of office,” &c., — both Grand Masters congratulate each 
other, on the termination of all difficulties, and the establishment 
of harmony and good feeling between the respective jurisdictions, 
with, on the part of England, the most complete recognition of the 
Grand Lodge of Canada. 

2. — The Grand Lodge of Canada undoubtedly possesses the 
power of questioning the good standing of a foreign subordinate 
Lodge, working within her territory under agreement, and for - 
bidding intercourse with it, immediately announcing its decision, 
and giving its reasons to the supreme authority controlling that 
particular Lodge, — but I lay it down as Masonic Law and Equity, 
that it is not in the power of one Grand Lodge to continue such 
sentence of outlawry, when the Body to whom allegiance is due, 
as in the present case of the Grand Lodge of England and the 
“ St. Lawrence ” Lodge, after solemn enquiry, persistently declares 
itself satisfied that its laws have not been violated, and that the 
Lodge in question has done nothing to forfeit its Masonic rights 
and privileges. 

3. — The Constitution of the Grand Lodge of England, like our 
own, provides, that if a majority of any Lodge determine to retire 
from it, the power of assembling remains with the rest of the 
members; the Warrant becoming extinct only if all the members 
withdraw. In the instance of the “ St. Lawrence ” Lodge it is 
doubtful if the withdrawal was a unanimous one, and, in all 
justice and courtesy, the Grand Lodge of England is entitled to 
the benefit of the doubt. I am assured by the immediate Past 
Master of the Lodge that a list, embracing the names of thirty-live 
members, was handed in to the then Provincial Grand Master in 
1859, which members signified their adherence to the English 
Register, and dissented from any surrender of the English 
Warrant, Had only three brethren thus acted, their right to 
continue is unquestionable. 

Having thus decided, 1 cannot refrain before concluding, from 
expressing my regret that the Grand Master of England has not 
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%et named a brother to be appointed a successor to II. W. Brother 
the Earl de Grey and Ripon,— as I invited him long since to do, 
— and thereby made our representation again a mutual one, and I 
am sorry that the Colonial Board, in its report to the Grand Lodge 
of England, thought it necessary to accuse the Canadian Craft of 
studied hostility. It is not the case. Neither can I hesitate to 
record my conviction that the M. W. Brother Bernard and the 
Montreal brethren, who naturally presented this matter for the 
consideration of the Grand Lodge of Canada, were justified in so 
doing, and had fair ground for impugning the standing of the bt. 
Lawrence ” Lodge, inasmuch as there evidently was a surrender of 
the Warrant of some kind, (although the then Provincial Grand 
Master by his Secretary, did not acknowledge its receipt, as he did 
in the case of the “St George’s” Lodge, No. 643, R, E., viz. : 
because the Lodge had “ ceased to work under the United Grand 
Lodge of England,") and the formation of an Independent Grand 
Lodge in Canada was favorably received by its members. 

M W Brother Bernard, 1 perceive, on referring to the 
proceedings of the Grand Lodge of England, is accused of want of 
courtesy to R. W. Brother Badgley. I must say I see no ground 
for such a charge in his plain and manly explanations On the 
contrary the opinion out here is that the charge should really be 
reversed, and that the late Provincial Grand Master of Montreal is 
the chief cause of this unpleasant misunderstanding, and did not act 
in the straightforward way that an officer of his high standing and 
long experience in Freemasonry should have done towards an 
important though newly formed Body, and certainly it has 
caused much satisfaction to the Grand Lodge of Canada, to read I m 
that correspondence from which 1 have already quoted, that his 
official functions have ended, and that the Provincial Grand Lodge 
over which he presided has become extinct, and I do sincerely hope 
that the Grand Master and Grand Lodge of England will make 
void at once, all its Warrants granted in this Province to Lodges 
which have ceased working, and any attempt to revive which, would 
inevitably and necessarily lead to a renewal of misunderstanding 
and again interfere with that friendly communion which should 
never be disturbed between such blood relations as the Grand 
Masonic Bodies of England and Canada, and which the latter is 
most anxious to perpetuate. 

All which 1 thus promulgate for the information of Lodges and 
brethren, who will govern themselves accordingly.

1 am in receipt of a letter from the Grand Secretary of 
the Grand Lodge of England, replying to certain enquiries which 
I made at your request, communicated through your Grand 
Secretary by letter of the 19th September, 1SG2. 

V.W. Brother Clarke requests that I will convey to you the 
assurance that no slight or discourtesy has been intended towards 
yourself or the Grand Lodge of Canada, by any delay which may 
have taken place in reference to the subject matters of enquiry 
but that such delay, if there has been any, arose solely from the 
peculiar circumstances of the case. 

In reply to R.W. Brother Harris’ enquiry, — 44 Why the letter 
of the M.W. the Grand Master, of the 10th May, 1861, to R.W. 
Brother Earl de Grey and Ripon has received no attention from 
the M.W. the Grand Master of England and the Representation 
been rendered mutual,” the Grand Secretary requests me to inform 
you that the appointment of a fitting successor to the Earl de 
Grey and Ripon, the Representative of the Grand Lodge of Canada 
at the Grand Lodge of England, received the immediate and most 
attentive consideration of the Grand Master of England, and that 
His Lordship had selected a nobleman of high Masonic position 
and attainments, and one whom he had every reason to believe 
would have been cordially received by the Grand Lodge of Canada 
as their Representative, but the name of this brother was not 
submitted to Canada, as it was feared that the action taken by 
the Grand Lodge in that country, with reference to some of our 
Lodges, and which Lodges had even been designated irregular, 
although holding Warrants from the Grand Master of England, 
and fully recognised by the Grand Lodge of England, to whom 
alone they owed allegiance, might necessitate the withdrawal of 
Representatives, and the consequent cessation of official relations 
between the two Grand Bodies, I am to assure you that it would 
have been with extreme reluctance that the Grand Lodge of 
England would have adopted this course, for it ever has been and 
still is the sincere desire of the authorities in this country to 
maintain in their fullest integrity the most friendly relations with 
their brethren in Canada. 

In answer to Brother Harris second question — 44 Why no answer 
has been sent to the resolution of the Grand Lodge of Canada of 
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the 10th of July, 1861, respecting the existence of Foreign 
Warrants, &c., &c., in the. Province,” 1 am entrusted to explain 
assuming the words “ Foreign Warrants ” are intended to apply 
to Warrants issued by the Grand Master of England at different 
periods prior to the establishment of the Grand Lodge of Canada, 
that a short delay necessarily occurred in consequence of certain 
proceedings having been taken by the Grand Lodge of England 

to ascertain accurately what Lodges are still to be regarded as 

entitled to be retained on the Registry of the Grand Lodge of 
England. Summonses were sent out to every Lodge that had not 
made a return within a recent period, calling for immediate returns, 
and naming a day within which such returns were to be made. 
These summonses were in due course followed by others, and, 
subsequently, formal notices were issued, citing such Lodges as 
had not responded to the summonses to appear and show cause 
why they should not be, erased and their Warrants declared 
forfeited. You are no doubt aware that, in England, no Lodge 
can be struck off the roll without these formal proceedings being 
taken, all of which require more or less time, and further, that no 
resolution of Grand Lodge can be carried out until duly confirmed 
at a subsequent quarterly meeting. Ihe books of the Grand bodge 
have now been corrected > the list of Lodges is in the aucs o e 
printer, and the Warrants of all Lodges in Canada, with some few 
exceptions, have been declared forfeited. I am to add that this 
action was commenced immediately on attention being called to 
the matter by your letter of the 10th March, addressed to myselt.

In reply to the third question put by Brother Harris “ Upon 
what authority R.W. Brother Badgley assumed to be Provincial 
Grand Master, when the M. W. Grand Master of England 
specifically declared that his authority had ceased and the Provincial 
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Grand Lodge of Montreal and William Henry had become extinct, 
and at the same time informed the Grand Lodge of Canada that 
the only Provincial Grand Master in the Province was R.W. 
Brother Dean, of Quebec,” — I am to notify you that R.W. Brother 
the lion. W. Badgley was appointed Provincial Grand Master 
several years ago by the Grand Master of England, and that, 
although he has ceased to hold any Provincial Grand Lodges for 
the last few years, and had even discontinued to do so anterior to 
the establishment of the Grand Lodge of Canada, yet his appoint- 
ment has never been withdrawn by the Grand Master.

My Dear and M.W. Brother, 

It is with much pleasure that I acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter of the 8th instant. The information you convey 
to me from the Grand Master of England is very satisfactory, 
and I trust that in a short time there will not exist one single 
obstacle to interfere with the most thorough good fellowship 
between our two Grand Bodies. Although our friendly atmosphere 
became somewhat clouded, I always felt sure that clear, blue sky 
was not far off, for there never was any lack of sterling good 
feeling, although the Grand Lodge of Canada, like that of her 
sister of England, desired to uphold what she firmly looked upon 
as her sovereign right. I recognize much kindly courtesy in the 
contents of your present communication, and beg you to say so to 
V.W. Brother Clarke. I trust that our Representation will soon 
be once again mutual, and I will dismiss that portion of your letter 
which relates to the subject, by simply saying, that I do not think 
a 'probable cessation of official relations ought to have operated to 
make them one-sided, as they have been for so long a period. 

I will in the next place, proceed to notice, what you and the 
Grand Secretary write respecting the R. W. Br. Badgley in his 
capacity of Provincial Grand Master of Montreal, &c. 1 must say 
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that the explanation does not give satisfaction, and I do hope that 
no dangerous recourse to what is called “special pleading,” will 
be attempted. In this country you are well aware that all the 
odium consequent upon the difficulty between our two Grand 
Lodges, is deemed to rest rightfully upon that officer, and there 
has not been a doubt on the part of the Canadian Craft that his 
functions have entirely ceased. What says that correspondence , 
the full literal benefit of which I have allowed to England, in the 
case of the u St. Lawrence ” Lodge, Montreal, so recently decided 
by me. Hear the Grand Master ofEngland. (23rd March, 1859.) 

“ I have now lastly to speak of Provincial Grand Lodges, to the 
continued existence of which within your jurisdiction you appear 
to object. I may first observe that the Provincial Grand Master 
for Montreal, for a long time past, has been most anxious to 
resign that office, his judicial duties not permitting him to bestow 
sufficient attention to Masonic affairs, and as far as I am informed 
a Provincial Grand Lodge has therefore not lately been convened, 
and it is not my intention to take any such steps as will lead to its 
resuscitation, * * * * * 

It is my intention, if the remaining Lodges in Montreal be desirous 
of it, to place them under the control of the Provincial Grand 
Master of Quebec, if otherwise, to permit them to correspond 
direct with the Grand Lodge of England, in the same manner as 
the Lodges now in Canada West.” 

I contend Most Worshipful Brother, that no other honest mean- 
ing can be attached to these extracts, save that the R. W. Brother 
Badgley had resigned, and his resignation been accepted ; otherwise 
the resuscitation of his Provincial Grand Lodge would in no 
manner depend upon the Grand Master ofEngland, for the law of 
your Grand Lodge expressly enacts that the Provincial Grand 
Master “should hold a Provincial Grand Lodge at least once in 
each year, and he may convene Provincial Grand Lodges of 
Emergency whenever he thinks it necessary.” 

I press these extracts upon the consideration of the Grand 
Master of England, because V. W. Brother Clarke writes, that 
R. W. Brother Badgley’s appointment has never been withdrawn 
by the Grand Master, and I earnestly beg of him not to allow this 
to remain any longer a matter of doubt, but at once to give the 
Canadian Craft a guarantee, that our official relations with England 
cannot be again endangered by a continuance at Montreal of that 
office, from the duties of which R. W. Brother Badgley had, I 
know, desired to be relieved anterior to the establishment of the 
Grand Lodge of Canada. I do indeed hope their will be no hesita- 
tion about this. 
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And now, Most Worshipful Brother, there remains that part 
of your letter relating to Lodges still borne, you tell me, on the 
Registry of the Grand Lodge of England, of which you furnish a 
list, viz : — No’s. 489, 490, 494, 514, 515, 516, 643, 720, 775, 796, 
835 and 923, you have forgotten three English Lodges held in 
Quebec, No’s. 17, 214 and 931. There were formally five, but 
No. 68 has been extinct for many years, and No. 531 sometime 
since surrendered its English Warrant, and accepted one from 
Scotland, under which it now holds as “ St. Andrew’s” Lodge. Of 
No’s. 17, 214, 514, 720, 835, 923 and 931, there is no doubt. 
They are bona-fide English Lodges, and as such are recognized by 
the Grand Lodge of Canada. Of one, No. 720, Goderich, C. W., 
it may not be out of place, to state here, that 1 am informed its 
affairs are conducted, owing to the absence of any controlling 
power at hand, in a manner not at all calculated to reflect credit 
on Freemasonry, but very much the contrary. Be pleased to 
report this. 

I now notice No’s. 489, 490, 494, 515, 516, 775 and 776. 

489 joined the G.L. ofC. in 1855, and has since been Sussex Lodge, No. 5, Brockville. 

490 “ “ “ Niagara “ 2, Niagara. 

494 u “ “ Union “ 7, Grimsby. 

516 a “ was numbered 12, but appears to be extinct. 

775 “ 1858, and has since been Dorchester Lodge, No. 4, St. Johns.’ 

776 “ 1855, and has since been Prevost Lodge, No. 1, Dunham. 

515 • “ 1855, became No. 8, Clarenceville, since removed to Henry- 

ville, and a Warrant, No. 152, has since been granted to “ Clarenceville Lodge, Clarence- 
ville. I am led to believe that all these English Warrants have been formally surrendered. 

Will you have the goodness to write without loss of time, and 
learn why these last seven Lodges are still claimed as under the 
Registry of England, when the fact is patent, that (with the 
exception of No. 516, of doubtful existence,) they are not working 
under her, and the Warrants should be in the possession of the 
Grand Master of England. When I receive the necessary 
particulars, 1 shall doubtless be able to institute such enquiries as 
will clear up the matter. 

There remains only Warrant No. 643, which is now being 
worked irregularly, after having been formally surrendered, and 
its surrender officially acknowledged, (as the original document 
in my possession declares,) the “ St. George’s ” Lodge, Montreal, 
which it represented having ceased to work under the Grand Lodge 
of England . This Warrant, consequently, became extinct, by 
such surrender to a legally constituted agent of the Grand Master 
of England, and “ St. George’s ” Lodge having joined the Grand 
Lodge of Canada, in 1855, became and has since continued to be 
No. 19, on the Registry of this last-named Grand Body. These 
are the reasons why 1 draw a marked distinction between No. 
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643, and “ St. Lawrence ” Lodge, also held in Montreal, and 
pronounced to have been working irregularly, but now fully 
recognized as in good standing. 

This Warrant (643) was surrendered in November, 1855, and 
on the following anniversary of the Festival of St. John the 
Evangelist, the annual election and instalment of officers occurred, 
under the authority of the Grand Lodge of Canada , and not one 
dissentient voice was raised ; on the contrary, Brother C. P. Ladd , 
who subsequently claimed to be the Master under the English 
Warrant, returned under unfortunate circumstances by R. W. 
Brother Badgley, assisted at the said Installation under Canadian 
authority. And we will now consider to whom that Warrant was 
returned, after remaining sometime in R. W. Brother Badgley’s 
possession — much longer than could be necessary for simple 
examination. Indeed, the reports (29th Oct., I860,) to the Grand 
Master of England, that the Masters of Lodges in his District 
were summoned to appear (in 1855) before him, with their 
Warrants and the Minute Books of their Lodges, his object being 
to receive back the Lodge Warrants in all cases in which all the 
members had withdrawn , <£c.; and I have a right to assume, that 
when some days had elapsed after that summons, and his Provincial 
Grand Secretary sent an official acknowledgment of the receipt of 
Warrant No. 643. that Lodge (I quote his own words,) having 
ceased to work under the United Grand Lodge of England , he had 
satisfied himself that all the members had withdrawn, and placed 
themselves under the Canadian jurisdiction, as was actually the case. 


Under any circumstances it would naturally and reasonably be 
supposed that R. W. Brother Badgley would only return the 
Warrant to brethren who were bona-fide active members at the 
time he required its production by summons, but such was not the 
case. A number of Masons — who had from various causes, ceased 
to be members of any Lodge — without proposition and ballot were 
induced by strenuous exertions to allow themselves to be called 
members , and placed in the various offices . The following are the 
names : —

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These with Brothers C. P. Ladd, W. M., and J. G. Shipway, P.M., 
and three others who were put down as Honorary Members , styled 
themselves “ St. George’s ” Lodge, No. 643, E. R., and consented 
to receive back and work under its Warrant ; being, as the R.W. 
Brother Badgely said, its rightful owners and custodiers ! While 
44 St. George’s ” Lodge proper, having over fifty subscribing 
members, with the old records, funds, jewels, furniture, and 
everything else really the property of the Lodge, became part of 
— has ever since been — and still is harmoniously existing under the 
jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Canada. No wonder this last 
Grand Body with all these facts before them, interdicted all 
intercourse with the false Simon Pure ! and pronounced the Lodge 
styling itself 643, E. R., to be irregular ; a judgment against which 
I am unaware of any appeal, although passed between two and 
three years ago. 

I cannot, consequently, consent to look upon Warrant, No. 643, 
as having legal existence; but, on the contrary, feel it a duty 
incumbent on me again to urge upon the Grand Master of Engl and 
at once to withdraw it from the present holders, for the purpose 
of being cancelled. The Grand Lodge of Canada will, 1 may 
safely give my pledge, be just, and take care that the innocent do 
not suffer, but, having been received into our Order, however 
irregularly, be placed in undoubted good standing, and have their 
Masonic privileges confirmed to them. 

The only other Warrant that could have caused a misunder- 
standing was No. 631, and to revive which an unworthy attempt 
Was not very long ago made, and a Quebec Brother, tampered with, 
who was formerly on its list of members, as I reported to you on 
the 27th October last. I am extremely happy to learn by your 
letter that it is not retained upon the English Registry, but struck 
off as extinct. The 44 Zetland ” Lodge, (also held in Montreal,) 
which this Warrant represented, ceased working under England, in 
1855, surrendered its Warrant to R. W. Brother Badgley, and 
became and has ever since existed by the same title, under the 
jurisdiction of Canada. 

Finally, Most Worshipful Brother, I will once again refer to 
that memorable correspondence of 1859, on which the Grand 
Lodge of Canada lays such special stress, which you by command, 
made the basis of your claim for the recognition of the 44 St. Law- 
rence ” Lodge, Montreal, and which I was happy to give that 
Lodge the full benefit of. On the 23rd April, the Grand Master 
of Canada writes : — 44 1 hold that from the establishment of 
the Grand Lodge of Canada, 1855, the supreme authority in all 
matters Masonic, relating to this Province, became and was 
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vested in that Body, and that consequently the power of Grand 
Masters of other jurisdictions to appoint or even to continue in 
authority such a class as Provincial Officers then ceased and deter- 
mined for ever. 

And this reasonable deduction is in no manner objected to ; it 
could not well be, for if we were right in 1859, we were equally so 
in 1855; and the Grand Master of England, on the 2nd June, 
concludes the correspondence by the following emphatic and 
gratifying language : — “ The Grand Lodge of England participates 
with me in the gratification I feel at the termination of all differences 
in reference to the recognition of the Grand Lodge of Canada, and 
in the earnest desire that the fraternal intercourse of the brethren 
of the two countries may never more be disturbed.” 

1 think I have not passed over without notice any portion of 
your communication to me, and J beg you to forward this letter 
for. the consideration of the Grand Master of England, with my 
assurance that nothing is more anxiously desired by the Canadian 
Craft than continuous, and, if possible, increasing good-fellowship 
between our two Grand Lodges, which feeling, believe me, M.W. 
Brother, sincerely governs and is most fully shared by

DECISION IN THE MATTER OF THE ST. JOHN’S LODGE, No. 209 , 
REGISTRY OF IRELAND, HOLDEN AT LONDON, C.W. 

To all to whom it may concern, 

GREETING : 

The Grand Lodge of Canada, by resolution on the 11th July 
last, requested me, as Grand Master, to make further inquiry into 
the difference now at issue between the Grand Lodge of Ireland, in 
relation to the above Lodge, and the Grand Lodge of Canada, and 
also to take such final action in the premises as to me may seem 
meet; and the said Lodge, affirmed to be clandestine by this last 
Body, having no additional evidence to bring forward, as to its 
regularity and good standing, as I have been assured by the R.W. 
the Representative of the Grand Lodge of Ireland, has left its case 
in the hands of its Parent Body, which has declared in its favor, 
and claims for it and its members the most full rights and 
privileges of Freemasonry ; therefore, upon mature consideration, 
I feel bound to, and do declare the said “ St. John’s ” Lodge, No. 
209, R. I., London, to be entitled to full and free recognition by 
the Grand Lodge of Canada, and all her subordinate Lodges and 
members belonging thereto, and such being my solemn conviction 
and decision, I do hereby revoke my edict, bearing date the 16th 
January last, prohibiting communication with the said “ St. John’s” 
Lodge and its members ; and, by the power vested in me by the 
resolution hereinbefore mentioned, I further declare all former 
decisions, of whatever kind, relating to this matter, null and void 
and of no further effect, and I do enjoin all Lodges and brethren, 
hailing under and acknowledging allegiance to the Grand Lodge of 
Canada, to cultivate and exchange friendly intercourse with the 
said “St. John’s ” Lodge and its members, as their Brethren and 
Fellows in Freemasonry. 

My reasons for deciding upon this final action in the premises, 
and thereby putting an end to a difficulty much to be regretted, now 
existing between two Grand Bodies, who ought to be united by 
the closest ties of good-fellowship, are as follows : 

1. The Grand Lodge of Canada undoubtedly has the power of 
questioning the good standing of a foreign subordinate Lodge, 
working within her territory, under agreement, giving its reasons 
without loss of time to the supreme authority governing that 
particular Lodge ; but I lay it down as a law in Masonry, that it is 
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not in the power of one Grand Lodge to continue such sentence of 
outlawry, when the body to whom allegiance is due, as in the 
present instance, after solemn inquest, declares itself satisfied that 
its laws have not been violated, and that the Lodge in question has 
done nothing to forfeit its Masonic rights and privileges. 

2. I find the Grand Lodge of Ireland (by letter from its Grand 
Secretary) refusing an application from this Lodge, made in 
October, 1857, to be allowed to keep its Warrant, being the first 
information or even allusion conveyed to Ireland respecting any 
connection of the members with the Grand Lodge of Canada, lhe 
applicants were then told that the Grand Lodge of Ireland 
recognized the Grand Lodge of Canada in 1855, on the terms that 
the Warrants of those Lodges, which, holding under the Irish 
Constitution, preferred to submit themselves to the Grand Lodge 
of Canada, should be sent back to Ireland. This not being done, 
should be received as prima facie evidence that “ St. J ohn s 
Lodge, 209, did not become extinct by a unanimous withdrawal 
of niembers, ap undoubted necessity to render it binding. It 
makes that point an exceeding doubtful one, and, in all justice and 
courtesy, I give the benefit of that doubt to the Grand Lodge of 
Ireland. 


Having thus decided in favor of a subordinate of a Grand Lodge, 
which was “ the first of our Parent Grand Bodies to extend to us 
the right hand of fellowship ; for which prompt and truly fraternal 
treatment, the Grand Lodge of Canada cannot entertain or express 
too deep a sense of gratitude,” (See Proceedings, 1856 Page 75 ,) 
and which my predecessor declared, (See 1856, Page 21,) binds 
us still closer in that bond of brotherly love which I trust will 
remain unbroken and unstrained so long as the sun and moon shall 
endure.” I feel compelled before concluding, to record my 
conviction, that the conduct of Brothers’ Garrett and Rolfe, (who 
were present at the Grand Lodge of Canada, a \^ e P^ s< ^ ta . i y es 
of St. John’s Lodge, London, then No. 14, now No. 20, Registry 
of Canada, up to 1858 inclusive, long subsequent to its recognition 
by the Grand Lodge of Ireland,) was grievously opposed to the 
principles of our Order, and the obligation they had voluntarily 
incurred, and eminently calculated to disturb that harmony so 
important to the wellbeing of the Craft and all parties concerned, 
and I do regret that the Grand Lodge of Ireland has not, as the 
friend and ally of Canada, given expression to its displeasure as 
regards those brethren, who, while claiming the protection ot the 
former, have never released themselves from their allegiance to 
the latter Body. 


I feel likewise this to be a proper occasion to deprecate that 
spirit of local dissention in this country, the certainty ot theexis - 
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ence of which has been forced upon me during my inquiry into 
this and other important matters. Brethren should remember 
that they form portions of a vast Order, whose welfare depends 
upon union, and that it is the general prosperity which has to be 
consulted and looked after. In the present instance, a Lodge holden 
at London most improperly passed a Resolution to the effect, 
that in case I was under the impression that the London Brethren 
desired the recognition of No. 209, they begged to assure me it 
was not the case, — as though I was to consult liking or disliking, 
instead of fairness and justice. I directed the R. W. District 
Deputy Grand Master to make known my displeasure to that 
Lodge. 

I do hope that no future misunderstanding will mar that friendly 
communion, which should reign undisturbed between (as I have 
said of England,) such blood relations as the Grand Masonic 
Bodies of Ireland and Cauada, and which the latter is most anxious 
to perpetuate. 

All which I thus promulgate for the information of Lodges and 
Brethren, who will govern themselves accordingly;

COPY OF RESOLUTION PASSED BY THE GRAND LODGE OF 
IRELAND, 6th FEBRUARY, 1863. 

“That this Grand Lodge, having had under consideration the 
decision of the Grand Master of Canada in the matter of “ St. 
John’s” Lodge, No. 209, Registry of Ireland, dated 31st October, 
1862, deem it due to the Grand Master of Canada, to express their 
sincere acknowledgement of the just and fraternal spirit which 
pervades that document, and beg to reciprocate the generous wishes 
of the Grand Master for the perpetuation of the friendly 
communion, which exists between the Grand Lodges of Canada 
and of Ireland. 

“ As the Grand Lodge of Ireland was among the first to 
recognize the independence of the Grand Lodge of Canada, so it is 
among the foremost of those who desire its welfare and prize its 
friendship. 
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“ The difference between the two Grand Lodges being thus 
happily and fraternally adjusted, the Grand Lodge of Ireland would 
respectfully suggest to the Grand Master of Canada, the wisdom 
and propriety of allowing the origin of that temporary difference 
to fall into oblivion ; and they hope that no brother under the 
Irish Constitution will henceforth afford any ground of complaint 
to the Grand Master, or the Grand Lodge of Canada. 

“ And the Grand Lodge of Ireland entreat the brethren of No. 
209, and of all other Lodges holding Warrants of the Irish 
Registry, to cultivate by all means in their power, the most 
amicable and fraternal relations with the Grand Lodge of Canada ; 
the Grand Master of which has proved himself eminently deserving 
of honor and esteem from all the brotherhood, by the equitable 
and conciliatory spirit he has evinced on this occasion.

A great majority of these are in a flourishing condition, and it 
affords me much satisfaction to state that few complaints of any 
importance have been brought before me, and of these I am not 
aware that any will require the attention of Grand Lodge. 

I have found the Lodges, with but two exceptions, anxious to 
work correctly, and in accordance with the forms prescribed by 
Grand Lodge, those in my immediate neighborhood do so, but 
those in the more remote parts of the District (from the want of 
sufficient instruction) have not been able to accomplish it. I have 
regretted I could not devote more time to the Lodges requiring 
instruction. I have felt fully convinced that but little information, 
to be of any practical benefit, could be imparted in the course of 
only one evening. 

The W. Master of “ Morpeth ” Lodge, reports to me that, from 
the luke-warmness of its members, he “ could not succeed in getting 
a meeting, the few who did meet agreed to dissolve, after giving 
the others notice to that effect.” The W. Master, with five others, 
request that they may be permitted to retain the Warrant. 


DISPENSATIONS. 

The brethren of the London Lodges applied to me for a 
Dispensation to enable them to have a Masonic Ball, on Monday, 
the 29th December last, to commemorate the Festival of St. John 
the Evangelist, which I granted. It was a matter of regret to me 
that I was unable to be present. R.W. Br. T. Wilson presided 
over the ceremonies. 
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The M.W. Grand Master was pleased, at my urgent recom- 
mendation, to grant a Dispensation to enable “ Cassia ” Lodge* 
to elect W. Br. Dawson as Master for the third year. 

On the 10th April last, I consented to the removal of “ Cassia” 
Lodge, Sylvan, to the village ofWidder, in the county of Lambton, 
in this District. 

I granted a Dispensation to the “Great Western” Lodge, 
Windsor, on the 26th December last, to walk to church in 
procession, on the Festival of St. John the Evangelist. 

OBITUARY. 

Three masonic deaths have been reported to me this year. 
Brother Alexander Scott, P.S.W. of “Victoria” Lodge, Sarnia, 
died on the 28th October last. His loss has been deeply felt by 
the Masonic Fraternity among whom he lived •, he had endeared 
himself by his many virtues to all, and his death is mourned by a 
large circle of sorrowing friends, other than the Brotherhood. 

“ Albion ” Lodge, Newbury, has reported to me the death of 
Brother Jos. M. Ross, who died on the 26th April, at the ripe old 
age of fourscore years. He was buried on the following day with 
masonic honors. He ‘was not a member of any Lodge at the time 
of his death, but was lately a member of “ Wilson ” Lodge, No. 
113, Waterford. He visited “ Albion” Lodge once, and it was 
his dying request that, at his death, Masons’ should take charge of 
his body, and consign it to its final resting-place. 

“Wellington” Lodge, Chatham, reports the death of Brother 
T. M. Taylor, a worthy member of that Lodge. He was buried 
on the 29th May, with the usual masonic honors. 

FINANCE. 

In accordance with the request of the Board of General Purposes, 
the District Secretary, by my direction, notified each Lodge of its 
arrears to Grand Lodge, up to the 27th December, 1862. The 
Lodges in arrear, in this District, were as follows :

“ Kilwinning ” has paid up in full. It has been the custom of 
“ Victoria ” Lodge to make its return but once a year, on the 24th 
June ; the indebtedness of this Lodge has been discharged. “St. 
John’s,” London ; “ Thistle,” Amherstburg ; “ St. George’s,” 

Kingsville ; “ St. Marks,” Port Stanley ; “ St. Paul’s,” Lambeth ; 
“ Malahide,” Aylmer, C.W. have made no report to me, and I am 
unable to say why they should be in arrears. I have to ask 
the indulgence of Grand Lodge on behalf of the “ Great 
Western,” Windsor, the year and a half in which no returns have 
been made the Lodge did not work, in consequence ©f the 
withdrawal of a large number of its members without paying 
their dues, but I have every reason to believe that the members 
now composing the Lodge will use their best efforts to meet the 
claims against them ; and I would respectfully recommend the 
Grand Lodge, that upon paying the actual fees received on account 
of Grand Lodge, that the dues of members be remitted. 

1 have great pleasure in acknowledging the able assistance I have 
received from Brother G. B. Clachar, whom I appointed District 
Secretary. 

In retiring from the position which by the generous favor of the 
brethren I have had the honor and pleasure to hold for the 
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past two years, I desire to record my grateful acknowledgments 
for the courteous and fraternal co-operation I have invariably 
received from the Worhipful Masters and brethren in my District. 

In conclusion, 1 would express my regret that this Report has 
not been placed in the hands of the Grand Secretary fourteen days 
before the Annual communication of Grand Lodge, as required by 
the Constitution. I am fully convinced that any neglect in this 
respect by the D. D. G. M. might prove prejudicial to the interest 
of the Craft.

WILSON DISTRICT. 

REPORT. 

To the M. W. the Orand Master, Officers and Brethren 

0/ the Orand Lodge of Canada, in Orand Lodge assembled. 

Agreeably to the provisions of the Constitution in that behalf, 

I have the honor to report upon the state of Masonry in the Wilson 
District, and the Masonic proceedings therein, during the past year. 

I regret exceeding that ill-health and other causes, have rendered 
it impossible for me to visit all the Lodges in this District, or to 
devote that time and attention to the discharge of the duties of my 
office, which would have been agreeable to my tastes and 
inclinations. 

Masonry in this District, so far as I have been able to ascertain, 
both personally and by report, is in a very healthy and flourishing 
condition. Although no new Lodges have been established, those 
already constituted are in a very satisfactory state of progress ; 
nor do I consider the non-establishment of new Lodges any 
evidence of the want of progress or prosperity in this District ; 
considering the area of the District and the extent of its popula- 
tion, I am of opinion that quite a sufficient number of Lodges 
already exist for the performance of all the Masonic work and the 
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diffusion of all the Masonic light required therein. My experience 
has been that, when many new Lodges have been established, or 
where Lodges have been established in too close proximity to each 
other, an odious spirit of proselyting is apt to arise ; that members, 
from a desire to increase their numbers, are not sufficiently conserva- 
tive in the use of the ballot ; and that, consequently, unworthy 
men are not unfrequently admitted to that sacred circle where 
none but the pure of heart and upright of purpose should enter. 

During the past year, I have granted a number of Dispensations 
to Lodges in this District, to hold Masonic Balls, and to appear 
clothed as Masons in public processions. I have also granted fc a 
Dispensation to the W. M. and brethren of “ Norfolk ” Lodge, 
No. 10, to lay the foundation stone of the new County Court 
House, in this town, on the 23rd proximo. 

On the 12th of August last, accompanied by a number of 
brethren from Simcoe, I availed myself of the kind and fraternal 
invitation of the Worshipful Master and brethren of “Oxford” 
Lodge, No. 76, Woodstock, to visit them, and, on that occasion, I 
had the pleasure of meeting many of the Worshipful Masters and 
brethren of the District. The Woodstock brethren are proverbial 
for their hospitality and kindness. On this occasion they were 
not wanting, and my visit to “ Oxford ” Lodge will long be 
remembered by me as one of my most pleasing Masonic reminis- 
cences. 

On the anniversary of St. John the Evangelist last, 1 installed 
tlie Worshipful Master of “ Norfolk” Lodge, No. 10; and I am 
happy to report this Lodge in a very prosperous condition. The 
work heretofore practiced in this Lodge is that popularly known 
as the “ American work,” but ever since his accession to the 
Oriental Chair, the present Worshipful Master has practiced the 
work adopted by Grand Lodge, and has, by his ability and skill 
in working, overcome, to a great extent, the prejudice which 
existed in many minds to what is sometimes erroneously called 
the “ new work.” Among the members of “Norfolk” Lodge 
is that distinguished and warm-hearted Mason, M.W. Br. William 
M. Wilson, P.G.M., to whom I am under deep and lasting obliga- 
tions for much valuable Masonic advice and counsel. 
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In March last, while confined to the house with a severe cold, 

I received a communication from the Grand Secretary, requiring 
me to proceed to 11 King Hiram *’ Lodge, No. 78, Tilsonburg, to 
inquire into the circumstances connected with the loss of the 
Warrant of the said Lodge ; and also inclosing a Dispensation 
from the M.W. Grand Master, to enable them to continue the 
regular working of the Lodge, until the meeting of Grand Lodge, 
unless the Warrant should sooner be found. Finding it impossible 
in the state of my health to attend to the matter personally, I 
forwarded the Dispensation to the Worshipful Master, and shortly 
afterwards was gratified to learn from him that the lost Warrant 
had been found. 

I trust that my successor will be able more efficiently to discharge 
the duties of the office than I have done. But 1 cannot conclude 
this report without acknowledging the uniform kindness and 
courtesy with which 1 have been everywhere received by my 
brethren during my official intercourse with them.

HURON DISTRICT. 

REPORT. 

To the M. W. the Grand Master 

and the Grand Lodge of Canada. 

In accordance with the requirements of the* Constitution, I beg 
leave to present my Report for the District over which I have the 
honor to preside. 

I must premise that in assuming the duties of my office, 1 did 
so with the full intention and expectation of being able to visit 
every Lodge, and of devoting sufficient time to post the whole in 
the established work ; this desire, owing to the great increase in 
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my business engagements, and other unavoidable circumstances, 

I have not been able to entirely carry out — a circumstance of 
much regret to me, and it has only been by the greatest exertions 
I have been able to visit a part, instead of the whole. To those 
Lodges which I have not had the pleasure of visiting, my 
apologies are due, they must accept the will for the deed. I may 
here state that the R. W. Grand Treasurer promised to visit the 
u St. Lawrence” Lodge No. 131, and “Northern Light” Lodge 
No. 93, for me, he residing much nearer their locality, would have 
saved me a long journey, but at the last moment I have received 
an intimation stating that his engagements preclude his attending 
to them, and I am consequently thus prevented from making 
arrangements to meet them. Through ignorance of the exact 
locality of “Lebanon Forest” Lodge, No. 133, I passed by them, 
but it is my intention (if not officially, then unofficially) to visit 
them at an early date, and assist their labors. 

The District comprises eleven Lodges, which are spread over a 
large tract ofcountry, and although there has not been any increase 
in their number during the past masonic year, it is a circumstance 
I do not regret, being opposed to the undue increase of Lodges, 
except in parts where there exists ample material, and which have 
the advantage of the services of some well-tried craftsman, or 
brethren possessing the ability and will to perfect themselves in 
the work ; without this it were better Lodges were never 
established than, (as I have often seen it) after a brief existence, 
to become dormant, and permanently injure the cause of Masonry 
in their locality. 

It affords me much pleasure to report the excellent spirit which 
pervades the Lodges — the desire for knowledge, harmonious 
working, zeal for the advancement of the Order, and, above all, 
the strict care exercised over the ballot. In this particular I can 
trace great improvement ; the Craft here are assuming a higher 
moral and intellectual standard. I look forward to the time when 
the name of a Mason will be synonimous with that of a moral 
and upright man. 


OFFICIAL VISITS. 

August 5, 1862. — Visited “Tudor” Lodge, No. 141, in conse- 
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quence of the sudden withdrawal of their Worshipful Master, thus 
leaving their Lodge without any qualified officer to discharge its 
duties. 1 found the work not correct. I exemplified the Grand 
Lodge working, and conferred degrees, and from the harmony and 
good-feeling existing among its members, I have every hope of their 
future. Finding it was the unanimous wish of the brethren to 
place their Senior Warden, V.W. Br. Thomas Matheson in the 
East, I directed him to prepare himself, so that, when elected, he 
should be able to discharge his duties with credit to himself and 
to the Craft. 

September 1st. — Visited “ St. James ” Lodge, No. 73. The 
work was satisfactory. The Lodge has an excellent Hall, and all 
the requirements of the Craft ; but the W orshipful Master 
complained of the non-attendance of members, a complaint too 
often heard, brethren are apt to forget “ to obey all lawful 
summonses.” Duty should take the place of inclination. 

December 29th.— Visited “Tecumseh” Lodge, No. 144; 
installed the officers elect (together with those ofNos. 73 and 141) 
of this Lodge. I shall only state (having myself just vacated the 
chair) that the work is correct. The Lodge was established in 
1861, under many difficulties, owing to the break-up of the old 
“ Wellington ” Lodge, No. 28, much discord existed amongst the 
members, it was therefore necessary in establishing the present 
Lodge to avoid admitting any of those brethren, who had been 
the cause of destroying the harmony of the other. The difficulties 
of my situation were increased from the fact of my being a total 
stranger amongst them (having but just arrived in the town), and 
at the same time being W. M. ofNos. 81 and 102, however, after 
much labor it is now prospering well, and if its numbers are 
small, they are well proved stones, and comprise amongst them 
several who hold high rank in the craft. 

January 7th, 1863.— I again went to “Tudor ” Lodge, 141, to 
inquire into the charges made against their late W. M. The 
work of the Lodge since I last visited has been changed, and 1 am 
now happy to report it correct — a result due to the energy and 
zeal of the W. M. V. W. Bro. Matheson ; and, whilst the same 
has been a source of gratification to me, it has I know been equally 
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so to him, from the increased prosperity of the Lodge. They 
have had anew Hall built to accommodate their increasing numbers. 

April 20th. — Visited “Irving” Lodge, 154. This Lodge is 
progressing favorably, with concord and unity amongst its 
members. The work is American. I impressed upon the Lodge 
the importance of adopting the established work, but must confess 
the brethren are placed under circumstances of great difficulty. 
The W. M. has devoted much time to perfect himself in his 
present work, and has under many obstacles established the 
Lodge, and being out of the reach of any Brother capable of 
affording the necessary instruction, it is almost an impossibility 
for him to meet the requirements of Grand Lodge. This Lodge 
is also having a commodious Hall built. I installed the W. M. 
elect of No. 133. 

April 22. — Visited “ Clinton ” Lodge, No. 84. This flourishing 
Lodge has lately erected a handsome Hall after the designs of R. 
W. Bro. Kivas Tully, and the elegant and appropriate manner in 
which it has been furnished, reflects much credit upon the Clinton 
brethren. 1 found the Lodge well worked according to the 
American system, but upon my exemplifying the established 
ritual, they at once expressed their wish to adopt the same, and 
which the energy of their excellent W. M. Bro. R. H. Read, I feel 
convinced will soon accomplish. The certain result of perfect 
harmony was evident in the prosperity of the Lodge. 

April 22rd. — Visited “Maitland” Lodge, No. 112. I have 
pleasure in reporting most favorably of this Lodge. It is ably gov- 
erned by W. Bro. M. C. Cameron, the work very good and strictly 
correct ; every care had evidently been taken to prepare the 
subordinate officers for their respective duties, and much harmony 
exists amongst its members. Complaints were made of the loose 
manner in which the other Lodge in Goderich (under an English 
Warrant) were working, in accepting every one who presented 
themselves, and as I was informed in many cases at a small fee, 
or upon credit, thus in that locality bringing discredit upon the 
Craft. I informed the brethren that I could do nothing in the 
matter, but that the evil would soon work its own cure. 
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June 30th. — Visited “Grand River” Lodge, 151. This Lodge 
is flourishing, having been well governed by their late W. M. Br. 
W. D. Perine. I anticipate a prosperous career for the Lodge. 

I was much pleased to meet the W. M. and brethren of 
“ Alma 55 Lodge, No. 72 (a Lodge it has not been in my power to 
meet), but although denied the satisfaction of visiting them, I have 
felt less compunction in this than in other cases, from the fact.that 
it numbers amongst its members our late worthy D. D. G. M. 
and several well-skilled P. M’s., therefore requires no help from 
me. By report the Lodge is all that I could wish. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

During the year I have granted three Dispensations, one to No. 
133, and to No. 154, to appear in regalia at Masonic Balls on the 
27th December, and one to “Tudor ” Lodge, No. 141, to initiate 
James Hill, as a serving Brother, without fee. The fees accruing 
from the above I have handed to the R. W. Grand Secretary. 

On the 18th March, I received a communication from Brother 
B. Fralick, inclosing petition for Dispensation for a Lodge at 
Wroxeter. This petition from the irregularity of the recommen- 
dation, the unmasonic feeling existing in the neighborhood and 
other satisfactory causes, 1 could not recommend to be granted, 
and the M.W. Grand Master was pleased to adopt my views on 
the subject. 

OBITUARY. 

On the 27th of September, I buried P. M., R. H. Lee, with 
masonic honors. He was universally respected by the Craft in 
this District, being a Mason of forty-four years’ good standing, 
and the founder of “ Wellington ” Lodge, No. 2S, now extinct. 

MASONIC CHARGES. 

in November last, I received a communication from the 
Secretary of “ Tudor ” Lodge, No. 141, stating that their 
Worshipful Master had left them, at the same time prefering 
serious charges against him. I allowed a short period to elapse 
before proceeding to enquire into these charges, hoping that in the 
meantime the Worshipful brother would return to vindicate his 
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character ; however, after due summons, I, on the 7th of January, 
last, investigated the said charges, which were fully sustained, 
I suspended him, and reported the suspension to the M.W. Grand 
Master, who confirmed the same. It is now my painful duty to 
ask Grand Lodge to proceed against the brother for expulsion. I 
have appended the papers connected with the charges to this report. 

In conclusion, whilst returning my thanks to the brethren of the 
District for the generous kindness I have experienced during my 
visits, I must not neglect to mention the valuable aid I have 
received from V.W. Br. Charles Kahn, who has accompanied me 
upon nearly every occasion, and assisted me by his counsels.

REPORT. 

To the M . W, the Grand Master , Officers and Brethren of 

the Grand Lodge of Canada , in Grand Lodge assembled . 

M. W. Sir and Brethren — In submitting my second annual 
Report on the condition of Masonry in the Hamilton District, I 
beg again to apologize for my * dereliction of duty in not having 
visited all the Lodges in my District, and to reproach myself for 
having accepted an office I had not the time or perhaps the ability 
to fill ; indeed, to discharge the duties of a D. D. G. M. properly, 
would require an amount of time and means few business men 
can spare. Fortunately for me the old Hamilton District requires 
but little supervision, made up as it is, mostly of old Lodges 
practising the work of the Grand Lodge of Canada, for it must 
be borne in mind that the Hamilton District is the parent of the 
Grand Lodge of Canada, and with the R. W. Grand Secretary 
(whose Masonic knowledge and kindness is admitted by all) in 
its centre, the duties of the office have been much lightened. The 
Lodges are all in good working order, and all practising the 
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Canadian work, which in one or two instances I found it necessary 
to exemplify. All are looking closely to the state of their finances 
and the selection of material. I have endeavored to impress the 
necessity of this upon the minds of all, and I think with a beneficial 
effect. Several Lodges had been for some time past considerably 
embarassed in regard to their finances, but I am happy to be able 
now to report that they have all succeeded in overcoming their 
difficulties, and are in a prosperous condition. Two Lodges, viz.: 
“ St. John’s,” of Cayuga, and “Acacia,” had been for some time 
dormant, but have again resumed labor, and are now working with 
a will. On the Festival of St. John the Evangelist, I installed the 
Worshipful Master and assisted in the investiture of the other 
officers of “Ivy ” Lodge, Smithviile, On the 27th of December, 
I granted a Dispensation to “Strict Observance,” “St. John’s,” 
and “ Acacia ” Lodges, of Hamilton, permitting them to appear 
in masonic clothing upon the occasion of the celebration of 
the Festival of St. John the Evangelist. Upon the the 4th of 
February I granted a Dispensation to “ Union ” Lodge, Grimsby, 
permitting the brethren to appear in masonic clothing at a ball 
given by their Lodge in aid of the Lancashire Relief Fund. On 
the 24th of June I granted a Dispensation to “ Barton ” Lodge, of 
Hamilton, and to “ Union ” Lodge, Grimsby, permitting them to 
appear in masonic clothing upon the Festival of St. John the 
Baptist, which festival they, in conjunction with the other Hamilton 
Lodges, celebrated at Grimsby, by an excursion and pic-nic, and 
on the same day I granted a Dispensation to “ St. Andrew’s ” 
Lodge, Caledonia, permitting them to attend divine service in 
masonic clothing. This is the second time I have granted a 
Dispensation to this Lodge for this purpose, since I have had the 
honor of presiding over the District, and I would recommend 
other Lodges to follow the example set by them, believing as I 
do that the perpetuity of our ancient and most honorable Order is 
mainly due to the fact, that we ever recognize the All-Seeing Eye, 
and the Sacred Volume — the one an emblem of a superintending 
Providence, and the other as the rule and guide of our faith. 

Since our last Communication a zealous and faithful officer of 
Grand Lodge has been summoned from amongst us to attend 
the Grand Lodge above. I allude to Br. John Morrison, who

for upwards of twenty years had filled the office of Grand Tyler, 
first in the Provincial Grand Lodge for Canada West, and at the 
formation of this Grand Lodge, he was unanimously elected Grand 
Tyler, which office he continued to hold until his death, which 
occurred at Hamilton, on the 5th August, 1862, at which place 
his remains were followed to his last resting-place by a large 
number of the Craft, and were consigned to the grave with the 
usual masonic ceremonies. 

I beg to acknowledge and to thank the brethren in and out of 
my District for the uniform kindness I have received from them, 
especially those of the Grimsby and Hamilton Lodges. 1 feel 
particularly indebted to the late Worshipful Master of “ Union ” 
Lodge, the Grand Superintendent of Works, who has kindly 
consented to act as District Secretary during my two years’ term 
of office, and.who has uniformly accompanied me in my visits, and 
upon several occasions assisted me in the exemplification of the 
work. 

All which is most respectfully submitted.

TORONTO DISTRICT. 

REPORT. 

To the Most Worshipful the Grand Lodge 

of Free and Accepted Masons of Canada . 

In accordance with the requirements of the Constitution and 
the laws of Grand Lodge, I have the honor herewith to submit the 
annual Report of the Toronto District. 

On assuming the duties of District Deputy Grand Master of 
this the most extensive Masonic District in Canada, now numbering 
twenty -four Lodges on its roll, I was partially aware of the labor 
attending it, but I certainly was not prepared for the amount of 
labor that would be involved in bringing the Lodges in the rural 
districts up to the standard of those in the Cities. I found that 
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many of them had not provided themselves with the proper forms, 
and, in some cases, the working tools were defective ; in the work 
also, many irregularities existed, but I trust the whole of these 
defects will now shortly be amended. Many of the Lodges had not 
met for several months; indeed I almost felt it my duty to at once 
suspend them, and report them to higher authority, but, after 
remonstrating with some, and commenting severely on others, I 
at length happily succeeded in inducing some good men to replace 
these unworthy brethren ; and I am much pleased in stating that, 
by strenuous exertions and assisted by these worthy brethren, I 
hope yet to see these Lodges regain their former high estate, and 
take rank with their more fortunate sisters. 

Most happy am I to bear testimony to the highly prosperous 
condition of the harmony and good feeling which exists among the 
city Lodges, whose working is excellent, and strictly in accordance 
with the ritual of Grand Lodge ; to many of the country Lodges 
the same tribute must be paid, prominent among which are, “ St. 
George’s,” No. 28, “ Corinthian,” No. 51, “ Corinthian,” No. 96, 
“ Vaugham,” No. 54, “True Blue,” No. 98, “Western Light,” 
No. 13, and “Rising Sun,” Aurora. 

Early in April last, I had great pleasure in handing to W. Br. 
Cochrane, a very old and zealous Mason, a Dispensation under 
the signature of the Most Worshipful the Grand Master, to enable 
him, with the necessary number of qualified brethren, to open a 
new Lodge in the Village of Eglinton, in the Township of York, 
about six miles from the City of Toronto — to be called the 
“ York ” Lodge — which Lodge was accordingly opened, and with 
pleasure I report the same to be in a promising condition, and 
consequently I feel it to be my duty to recommend to Grand 
Lodge that they will be pleased to grant a Warrant to said Lodge. 

On the 6th of December last, I recommended the M. W. the 
Grand Master (after I had personally visited the Lodge) to grant 
a Dispensation to enable W. Bro. Henderson of “ Pythagoras ” 
Lodge, Meaford, to occupy the Chair of the Lodge for a third 
year. 

This I did, as I was assured there was no qualified Brother to 
succeed him, and 1 found it to be the unanimous wish of the 
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brethren, this Dispensation the Most Worshipful the Grand 
Master was pleased to grant. 

On the Festival of St. John the Evangelist, I proceeded to 
Simcoe Lodge, Bradford, and installed Brother Barry W. M. of 
that Lodge. I then drove over to Newmarket, and installed Bro. 
N. A. Gamble, W. M. of “ Tuscan,” and Bro. W. Trent, W. M. 
of “ Sharon” Lodge. The same evening I arrived at Richmond 
Hill, and installed W. Brother Ingram, P. M., of “ Yaughan ” 
Lodge, Maple, into the Chair of “ Richmond ” Lodge, No. 23. 
On the Festival of St. John the Baptist, I had the pleasure of 
installing Br. John Kerr, Worshipful Master of “St. John’s 
Lodge, No. 75. 

During the festival season at Christmas last, 1 granted three 
Dispensations for holding Masonic Balls; and on the Festival of 
St. John the Baptist, I granted a Dispensation to “ St. George’s ” 
Lodge, Owen Sound, for the Brethren to appear in Masonic 
clothing at their Annual Excursion, and also to the brethren of 
“ Markham Union ” Lodge, Markham, and “ Richardson ” Lodge, 
Cashel, jointly to appear in procession to proceed to church in 
Masonic clothing. 

On the 28th March last, 1 received from Grand Secretary a list 
of the Lodges in my District, which were in arrear to Grand 
Lodge, together with the several amounts of their indebtedness, 
these I immediately forwarded to the respective Lodges, at the 
same time expressing the desire that the same may be liquidated 
by the 1st of May last past, and I am happy to say that in most 
cases this has been complied with. 

I have visited nearly all the Lodges in my District, many of 
them several times, I have exemplified the work on every 
opportunity, and during last winter, I held several (weekly) 
Lodges of Instruction in the Village of Newmarket, as being the 
most central position for eight Lodges ; but I am very sorry to 
say the attendance of the brethren did not meet my expectation. 

At all times I have made it the rule to visit frequently those 
Lodges which I thought required my services most. This will 
account for my apparent neglect of others, who I knew were in 
good working order, and under competent Masters, 
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There were three Masonic burials in this District during the 
year, one a Brother of “ St. John’s ” Lodge, Toronto, the second 
a member of “ True Blue ” Lodge, Albion, and the third a 
member of “ George’s ” Lodge, Owen Sound — the latter, at the 
advanced age of 71 years. 

Late last fall I received a notification from Grand Secretary, 
stating the Most Worshipful the Grand Master had been pleased 
to appoint me, to try to arrange the differences which had existed 
for Jive years between “Western Light” and “True Blue” 
Lodges, both situated in the Village of Bolton, in this District, 
and during which period these difficulties had been continually 
before Grand Lodge. These difficulties, slight in themselves, 
had magnified into serious quarrels, — accordingly, on the llth of 
November last, I summoned the members of both Lodges to meet 
me in their respective Lodge rooms, in tbe Village of Bolton, on 
the 3rd day of December following, when I would proceed to 
investigate the complaint. On the last named day I met the 
members of both Lodges, as agreed ; and all the cause of com- 
plaint that I could glean was, that Very Worshipful Brother W. 
Graham, had in his possession, and would not surrender the Banner 
and some funds formerly belonging to the old “ Western Light ” 
Lodge, No. 17, Provincial Registry, and of which the present one, 
No. 13, is the legitimate successor. Certainly some of the 
brethren wished to go back to 1858 and open up a cause of 
complaint which had been settled at that time by one of my 
predecessors, R. W. Br. Francis Richardson, the report thereon, 
and his final judgment on the case will be found in the archives of 
Grand Lodge — to have done this would have been simply 
impertinence on my part, as it has been passed on and confirmed 
by Grand Lodge, I therefore declined, and contented myself with 
finding out the 'present cause of complaint, and adjudicating 
thereon. 

After nearly a day and night spent in the matter, I found all 
my efforts to reconcile the contending parties fruitless, consequently 
I left them, satisfied that nothing but the most stringent measures 
would ever heal the schism, I therefore forwarded to the M. W. the 
Grand Master my reports thereon, dated respectively, the 6th of 
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December and the 26th of December following, in whose 
possession these documents now are. In the later report I gave 
my opinion and decision, which was that Very Worshipful Br. 
W. Graham, W. M. of “ True Blue” Lodge, No, 08, should place 
the banner in dispute in my hands, for transmission to the proper 
owners, &c.” The funds, $10 24c., part of the matter in dispute 
having been previously handed to me by Y. W. Br. Graham, 
stating it to be the wish of “True Blue ”• Lodge, that it should 
be placed to the credit of the “ Masonic Asylum Fund ; and, as I 
knew it was the unanimous desire of the brethren of “ Western 
Light ” Lodge, that it should be so disposed of, I was only too well 
pleased to meet the views of all concerned, in so charitable a 
disposal of this portion of the difference. 

On the 28th of January, I received a letter from the M.W. the 
Grand Master, acknowledging receipt of reports, and confirming 
(in substance) my decision, and fixing the 1st of March as the day 
on which the banner should be given to me. Secondly. On the 
default of Y.W. Br. Graham complying with this mandate, a second 
peremptory summons was to issue, again to the same effect, and 
naming the 1st of April as the time limited; and on his failing to 
comply in both these instances, I was ordered to suspend V.W. 
Br. W. Graham, in the name of and by the direction of the M.W. 
the Grand Master, “ until he, the said V.W. Br. W. Graham does 
place the said banner in your (my) hands.” 

I accordingly forwarded a copy of my reports, together* with 
the M.W. Grand Master’s letter, and also a summons as desired. 
On the 6th of March following, I received- an appeal from 
Y.W. Br. Graham, which I at once transmitted to the M.W. the 
Grand Master. On the 26th of March, I received a letter from 
the M.W. the Grand Master, acknowledging receipt of appeal, and 
virtually instructing me to proceed. I therefore, on the 31st of 
March, issued the final summons, of which V.W. Br. W. Graham 
has taken no notice. Accordingly, as commanded, I issued the 
Grand Master’s final order of suspension. 

By the action of V.W. Br. Graham, in giving up to me the funds 
of the old “ Western Light ” Lodge, he certainly has acknowledged 
t he justice of the claim of its successor, and on what grounds he 
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still retains the banner, I am at a loss to conceive — both being 
claimed by “ Western Light” Lodge as their property. 

Although in this case much ill-feeling has been engendered in 
the village and neighborhood where the opposing Lodges meet, I 
cannot but hope that, as a decision has been arrived at, this feeling 
will shortly be allayed, the primary cause having been removed. 
In the matter, I have acted without fear, favor, or affection, and 
have striven to do my duty faithfully and impartially ; and whilst 
being aware that it would be impossible.to please all parties, I have 
happily, I believe, succeeded in securing the approbation in the 
matter of the esteemed head of our Institution, who has cordially 
sanctioned and directed every step I have taken in this unfortunate 
quarrel.

REPORT. 

To the Most Worshipful the Grand Master , Officers 

and Brethren of the Grand Lodge of Canada . 

1 have the honor to report that the Lodges within this District 
are generally in good and efficient working order, creditable alike 
to the officers and brethren. During the past official year, I have 
visited several, and with pleasure inform you of the true masonic 
spirit and emulation which prevail. The work sanctioned by the 
Grand Lodge is being adopted by the majority, indeed if not by 
all the working Lodges, and I have found a very great desire 
evinced at all times to correct the previous system, by adopting 
that which the Grand Lodge of Canada has enjoined. It has 
lightened my duties to a very great degree to find that all the 
Lodges I have visited cheerfully acquiesce- in any changes I have 
recommended, so as to conform with the ceremonial sanctioned by 
the Grand Lodge. 
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The By-laws of “ Aylmer ” Lodge, No. 138, “ Excelsior,” No. 
142, and the “ Friendly Brothers,” No. 143, have been submitted 
to me, and, in accordance with the Constitution, were duly 
forwarded to the Grand Master for his approval, as an evidence 
of the knowledge of masonic jurisprudence and principles which 
happily extends throughout these Lodges. The By-laws in every 
instance were sanctioned with but little alteration. 

On the 29th of November last, 1 granted a Dispensation to the 

Aylmer ” Lodge, No. 138, to appear in public in full regalia ; 
the brethren had a praiseworthy object in view, and I had great 
pleasure in acceding to the request. 

The “ Mississippi ” Lodge, No. 147, prayed, in June last, for a 
Dispensation to form a public procession and take part in laying 
the corner stone of the Church at Almonte. 1 granted the petition 
finding that the District Deputy Grand Master for the Huron 
District had, in July, A.D., 18G2, exercised similar powers. I 
fully agree with the recommendation of the Board of General 
Purposes, that the power of granting Dispensations by the District 
Deputy Grand Masters should be restricted to merely “ on 
occasions of public processions and funerals.” 

I beg leave to bear testimony to the many acts of kindness and 
courtesy evinced by the brethren of the Central District, on the 
occasion of my visiting their Lodges, and who, in several instances, 
met together at some inconvenience, no doubt in order that I 
might preside and instruct with as little inconvenience as possible, 
and saving of time to myself. 

In conclusion, it is a source of the highest pleasure to report, 
that no masonic grievance or complaint has been brought under 
my notice, which of itself is an undeniable proof of the successful 
working of the Lodges in this District, under the fostering care of 
the Grand Lodge of Canada.

REPORT. 

To the J/. W. the Grand Master 

and the Grand Lodge of Canada . 

In accordance with the requirements of the Constitution, I have 
the honor to submit to Grand Lodge a brief statement of the 
condition of Freemasonry in the District of Montreal. 

The number of Lodges in the District are the same as last 
year, viz : — 

Lodge of Antiquity Br. F. Dettmers, 

St. George’s, No. 19 “ R. A. Smith, 

Zetland, 44 21 44 A. Hoffnung, 

Hoyle, 44 60 44 R. Foster, 

Montreal Kilwinning, No. 124. 44 J. Renshaw, 

With one exception, I have visited officially all these Lodges, at 
various times during the year, and have to report that, on the whole, 
their affairs wear a satisfactory aspect. The officers, generally, are 
exceedingly zealous and attentive to the duties of their offices, and 
are well supported by the membership, who, for the most part, 
are regular in their attendance at the meetings, and manifest a 
becoming interest in the concerns of the Order. The accession of 
members, in the aggregate, though perhaps not so great as might 
have been expected, yet indicates a healthy, prosperous condition, 

A considerable degree of harmony and good feeling prevails 
amongst our brethren. In only one instance has official action 
on my part been required, which resulted in the suspension of a 
Past Master of the senior Lodge in the Province, but as I have 
already furnished the M.W. the Grand Master with a full report 
of the case, it is not necessary to do more than simply allude to 
it here. 

Two brethren of 44 St. George’s ” Lodge, No. 19, have been 
removed by death during the year, viz : — Brother Neil Douglas , 
a young man and very zealous Mason, who, at the time of his 
death, (December 20, 1862,) held a subordinate office in the Lodge, 


W.M. 
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and whose future seemed full of promise, and Brother John 
McLeavey , who died at the advanced age of ninety-three, having 
been a Mason since 1814, the long period of forty -nine years. 
Both brethren were very highly respected, and their memories 
are held in affectionate remembrance. These are the only deaths 
in the District that have been reported to me. 

It is a matter of regret that the “ Zetland ” Lodge has lost its 
zealous and talented Master, W. Br. A. Hoffnung, who has 
recently removed from the Province, to take up his residence in 
the United States. 

On the 18th of June, I received an application from the Secretary 
of “ Montreal Kilwinning ” Lodge, No. 124, requesting permission 
for the members of that Lodge to wear regalia at a celebration 
proposed to be held at Centreville, in the state of New York, on 
the 27th of that month, the Festival of St. John the Baptist. Had 
the celebration taken place within the limits of my District, I 
should gladly have accorded the permission asked for, but beyond 
that, I conceived I had no authority, and replied accordingly. 

I have received from the Secretary of “ St. George’s ” Lodge a 
series of resolutions unanimously adopted at a recent meeting 
of that Lodge while discussing the proposed amended constitution, 
and as they accord entirely with my own views on that subject, I 
have incorporated them in this Report. They are to the following 
effect : — 

Resolved — That in the opinion of the members of this Lodge the business 
of Grand Lodge could be more efficiently and satisfactorily conducted through 
the medium of committees, (as was originally the case in the Grand Lodge of 
Canada) than by a Board of General Purposes, which in their opinion, oug'ht 
to be abolished. 

Resolved — That should be Board of General Purposes be continued, however, 
this Lodge is of opinion that the powers proposed to be conferred upon it, are 
far greater than any Board ought to possess, and would recommend their 
curtailment to a very considerable extent. 

Resolved — That the representatives of this Lodge be instructed to advocate 
these views at the approaching meeting of Grand Lodge. 

Before closing, I would again impress upon Grand Lodge, the 
desireability of adopting measures to secure alternate meetings of 
Grand Lodge at Toronto and Montreal, or any other places that 
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may be deemed more accessible or acceptable to the brethren 
throughout the Province. By adopting this course it is believed 
that the Craft in both sections of the country will realize and 
enjoy, in a greater degree than they do at present, the privileges 
and advantages which it was intended and expected they would 
derive from the establishment of the Grand Lodge of Canada. 

The whole, nevertheless, respectfully submitted.

The Grand Secretary read the following 

reports : 

The Board of General Purposes beg to report, that they have 
received and adjudicated on the following complaint : — 

A charge by “ Manito ” Lodge, No. 90, that “ King ” Lodge, 
No. 70, had initiated a gentleman residing within the jurisdiction 
of the former Lodge, without the consent of said Lodge. “ King ” 
Lodge admitted the correctness of the charge ; and the Board, in 
view of several mitigating circumstances, decided that “ King ” 
Lodge should pay to the funds of the Grand Lodge, by way of 
fine, the amount received for the initiation of the Brother referred 
to. “ Manito ” Lodge has given notice of appeal against this 
decision of the Board, as too lenient. 

The Board have also to report, that the books of the Grand 
Secretary and Treasurer, were on the 25th of February, audited to 
the end of the financial year, viz., 31st December, and that they are 
satisfied of their correctness. A full financial report has been sent 
to each Lodge. 

The receipts from all sources for the year 1862, amount to 
$4,881/17 ; and as compared with $4,121.30, received during 
1861, shews an increase of $760.47. 

The Board regret to find, that at that time, 

3 Lodges were in arrears since 24th June, 1860, and made no return since. 
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making eighty-five Lodges in arrears on the 24th June, 1862, or 
upwards of half of the whole number of Lodges on the roll, and 
that forty -three had not, on the 28th February, 1863, made the 
returns and payments due on the 27th December, 1862, leaving 
only thirty Lodges which had at that time paid up all arrears, of 
which eight Lodges had over paid in all $40.96. 

The Audit Committee, in commenting on this statement, very 
justly remark : 

“ That not only is such persistent neglect utterly at variance 
with masonic law and unjust in its effect to Grand Lodge, but 
most injurious to the Lodges respectively. 

“That there can be no just reason offered why the returns of a 
Lodge should be withheld beyond six months after the date at which 
such returns should have been furnished, and that the neglect in such 
cases augurs a condition of affairs highly injurious to the character 
and good standing of the Lodges so in arrears.” 

The Board directed the Grand Secretary to address the District 
Deputy Grand Masters, in which the Lodges more than eighteen 
months in arrears are situated, and respectfully request them to 
investigate the condition of such Lodges, and awake them to a 
sense of their masonic duty, and to report before the 1st day of 
May. 

The Board directed the Grand Secretary to notify all Lodges 
who have neglected to make returns and payments to Grand 
Lodge for twelve months, that the law, as provided in the 
Constitution, will in each case be strictly enforced. 

The Board strongly recommend to Grand Lodge that the law 
with regard to Lodges in arrears, be rigidly enforced, believing 
that if this is done, it will have a most beneficial effect. They are 
also strongly of opinion that the proposed addition to the duties of 
District Deputy Grand Masters, as recommended in the Draft of 
Constitution, herewith laid before Grand Lodge, providing that 
they shall see “ that returns have been regularly forwarded, with 
all fees and dues that may have accrued,” will prove to be a most 
judicious and desirable improvement. 

The Board have also to report that R.W. Brs. Spence, 
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Richardson, Tully, and DeGrassi, have been appointed, together 
with the Chairman of the Board, trustees for the Asylum Fund, 
and that there then was at the credit of that trust, on the 25th of 
February, $1,360,50, contributed by thirty Lodges, and that 
$735.50 in addition was subscribed for by five Lodges, but not 
then paid, since which time circulars have been sent to every Lodge 
which had not subscribed to the fund, reciting the action hitherto 
taken and urging the propriety of their contributing, and up to 
the 24th of June, $111.50, in addition to the above, has been 
contributed by three Lodges. 

It had been the intention of the Board to open the tenders for a 
site for the Masonic Asylum, at the meeting in February last, but 
in view of the small amount then subscribed, and from the injurious 
effects which, in the opinion of the Board would have followed the 
selection of a site at that period, they deemed it advisable to defer 
opening the tenders until the meeting of the Board, immediately 
preceding the sitting of Grand Lodge, hoping that by that time 
the contributions to the Asylum Fund would be considerably 
augmented. In this hope the Board regret to say that they have 
been deeply disappointed, and, therefore, respectfully recommend 
that the tenders already received be returned unopened to the 
parties from whom they emanated, and that no further action be 
taken for another year, during which time the money in hand 
could be safely invested at good interest by the trustees. 

The Board have every reason to believe that under the present 
circumstances their recommendation to Grand . Lodge, as to the 
Asylum Fund, will meet its approval, but they conceive they 
would not be doing their duty were they not to bring before Grand 
Lodge another question which has engaged their serious attention 
as well as that of members of the Craft, viz : the establishment of 
a fund of benevolence, separate and distinct from the general fund. 

It is unnecessary to say one word as to the desirability of this 
object, it forcibly and at once commends itself to the attention of 
all. Should Grand Lodge see fit to establish such a fund, by 
setting apart a certain portion of the monies now on hand for that 
purpose, and by appropriating a percentage of all the fees and 
dues accruing to Grand Lodge, with the sum of $1,600, allotted 
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for that purpose by the Provincial Grand Lodge of C. W. some 
years since, and which now forms a portion of the assets of the 
Grand Lodge, a very respectable nucleus might be at once formed, 
without placing a single additional burden on the Lodges. 


The capital thus created, and thus added to, and augmented 
year by year, would be safely and permanently invested, and the 
interest alone available for the purposes of benevolence. A very 
few and simple rules only would be necessary for its management. 
Two or more trustees would of course be required to invest the 
money, and the charity could be dispensed either by the present 
Board of General Purposes, or such Committee as the Grand Lodge 
might see fit to appoint, power might be given them to form rules 
for their guidance in the distribution of the charity, subject to the 
approval of Grand Lodge. The Board do not deem it advisable in 
the present stage of the question, to recommend what precise sum it 
would be requisite to set apart from the general assets of the 
Grand Lodge, or the amount they would consider prudent to apply 
for the future from the returns of Lodges ; this they conceive 
forms a fair subject for discussion in Grand Lodge itself. 

The Board, at the meeting held in February last, devoted a great 
deal of time and consideration to the amendments required to the 
Constitution, as referred to them by Grand Lodge. They took 
every means in their power to secure the suggestions of every - 
Lodge, and every Brother, by inviting their co-operation ; the 
result of their careful deliberations was sent to every Lodge, 
and at a subsequent meeting, a few alterations were discussed. 


The Constitution as a whole is now submitted to the action of 
Grand Lodge, not as a perfect document, but as a very decided 
improvement on what has been hitherto in use. 


The Board regret that they have not been able to take into 
consideration the reports of the D.D.G.M’s., none haviugbeen laid 


before them.

wfj the Grand Lodge of Ancient Free and Accepted 
Masons of Canada, in order to form perfect fraternal union, to 
establish order, to ensure tranquility, to provide for and promote 
the general welfare of the Craft, and to secure to the fraternity of 
Canada all the blessings of Masonic privileges, do order and 
establish this Constitution. 


OF THE GRAND LODGE. 


1. The style and title of the Grand Lodge shall be “ The Grand 
Lodge of Ancient Free and Accepted Masons of Canada.” 

2. The officers of the Grand Lodge shall be respectively 
elected or appointed, as hereinafter provided, and hold their offices 
for one year, or until their successors shall have been regularly 
elected or appointed. 

The Grand Master, or presiding officer, at the Annual 
Communication, shall appoint three Scrutineers, whose duty it 
shall be to collect the ballots for Grand Officers, and lists of 
members for Committees, from the brethren to whom they have 
been delivered. The Scrutineers shall solemnly pledge themselves 
to make a correct report under their hands of the result of 
the ballot, having ascertained the number of votes for the 
respective candidates, they shall present their reports to Grand 
Lodge. 

The election and appointment of all officers of Grand Lodge 
shall take place at the Annual Communication, when those present 
shall be duly installed or invested, and proclaimed in ancient form.

5. The Grand Lodge shall consist of the elective and appointed 
officers (excepting the Grand Tyler) mentioned in the two 
preceding articles, with all Past Grand Officers, continuing to 
subscribe to a Lodge ; the Masters and Wardens of all private 
Lodges (duly returned), and all Past Masters (duly returned) being 
members of a private Lodge ; provided that no brother shall rank 
as a Past Grand Officer, unless at the time of holding office in 
Grand Lodge, he is either a Master or Past Master of some 
Lodge. 

6. Should neither the Worshipful Master, Wardens, nor a Past 
Master of a Lodge attend any communication of Grand Lodge, 
such Lodge, by its vote properly certified by the Worshipful 
Master and Secretary, and under seal, may delegate a Master or 
Past Master of another Lodge, entitled to a seat in Grand Lodge, 
to represent their Lodge *, but no brother can represent more 
than three Lodges.

The Masters, Past Masters, and Senior and Junior Wardens of 
private Lodges, in the order of the numbers of their respective 
Lodge warrants. 
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8. The Elective Officers, except the Tyler, are to be chosen by 
ballot, and shall require a majority of all the votes present. 

9. No brother shall be eligible to any elective office in the 
Grand Lodge, unless he has been regularly installed Worshipful 
Master of a Private Lodge. 

10. Should any vacancy occur in any office of the Graud Lodge, 
the Grand Master shall appoint a qualified brother to supply the 
place, pro tempore . 

11. Brethren of eminence and ability, who have rendered service 
to the Craft, may, by a vote of the Grand Lodge, be constituted 
members of the Grand Lodge, with such rank and distinction as 
may be thought proper, except that of Past Grand Master, or 
Past Deputy Grand Master. 

12. No member of the Grand Lodge shall attend therein 
without his proper jewel and clothing, nor wearing any jewel not 
recognized by the Grand Lodge. 

13. Should any Lodge have neglected to make its returns and 
payments to the Grand Lodge for more than one year, the Master, 
Wardens, or other representative of such Lodge, shall not be 
permitted to attend any meeting of the Grand Lodge, until such 
returns and payments have been completed. 

14. No brother shall be permitted to attend the Grand Lodge 
as Master, Past Master, or Warden, until his name and 
appointment shall have been duly returned and transmitted to the 
Grand Secretary’s office. 

15. The Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge shall be 
holden on the second Wednesday in July, at which the place of 
holding the next Communication shall be decided. None but 
members shall be present at these Communications, without 
permission of the Grand Master. No visitor shall speak to any 
question unless requested to do so by the Grand Master, nor shall 
he on any occasion, be permittted to vote. 

16. The Grand Master, or in his absence from the Province, the 
Deputy Grand Master, or in his like absence, the Grand Wardens, 
may summon and hold Grand Lodges of emergency, whenever the 
good of the craft shall, in their opinion, require it ; the particular 
reason for convening such Lodge of emergency shall be expressed 
in the summons, and no other business shall be entered upon at 
that meeting. 

17. If at any Grand Lodge, stated or occasional, the Grand 
Master be absent, the Lodge shall be ruled by the Grand Officer 
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next in rank and seniority who may be present ; and, if no elective 
Grand Officer be present, by the Master of the senior Lodge. — 
The Grand Lodge is declared to be opened in ample form when 
the Grand Master is present ; in due form when a Past Grand 
Master or the Deputy presides ; at all other times only inform , yet 
with the same authority. 

18. The powers of any pro tempore presiding officer shall be the 
same as those properly belonging to the office so filled by him. 

19. In the Grand Lodge alone resides the power of enacting 
laws aud regulations for the government of the Craft, and of 
altering, repealing and abrogating them, always taking care that 
the ancient landmarks of the Order are preserved. The Grand 
Lodge has also the inherent power of investigating, regulating and 
deciding all matters relative to the Craft, or to particular Lodges, 
or to individual brothers, which it may exercise, either of itself, 
or by such delegated authority as, in its wisdom or discretion, it 
may appoint ; but in the Grand Lodge alone resides the power of 
erasing Lodges and expelling brethren from the Craft. 

20. No Lodge shall be erased, nor any brother expelled, until the 
Master or Officers of the Lodge, or the offending brother shall 
have been summoned to show cause, in the Grand Lodge, why 
such sentence should not be recorded and enforced : such summons 
being addressed, and either delivered personally, or sent by post, 
to the last known place of residence of such brother, being 
deemed a sufficient service. 

21. All differences or complaints that cannot be accommodated 
privately, or in some regular Lodge, shall be delivered in writing 
to the Grand Secretary, who shall lay them before the Grand 
Master, or Committee appointed by Grand Lodge. When all the 
parties shall have been summoned to attend thereon, and the case 
shall have been investigated, such order and adjudication may be 
made as shall be authorized by the laws and regulations of 
Masonry. 

22. When any memorial, or other document, shall be presented 
by any member of the Grand Lodge, either on behalf of himself 
or another, the member presenting it shall be responsible that 
such paper does not contain any improper matter, or any offensive 
or indecorous language. 

23. No brother below the rank of a Past Grand Master shall 
assume the Grand Master’s chair, though he be entitled, in the 
absence of the Grand Master, to rule the Grand Lodge. 
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REGULATIONS FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE GRAND LODGE DURING 
THE TIME OF PUBLIC BUSINESS. 

1. The Annual Communication of Grand Lodge being opened, 
the regulations are to be read. The minutes of the last Regular 
Communication, and of any intervening Grand Lodge, are then 
to be put for confirmation, and all communications from the Grand 
Master and Deputy Grand Master, and reports from the District 
Deputy Grand Masters, or Committees, are then to be read and 
taken into consideration, and the other business regularly 
proceeded with. 

2. All matters are to be decided by a majority of votes, each 
Lodge having three votes, each Past Master one vote, each officer 
of Grand Lodge, except the Grand Tyler, not otherwise entitled 
to vote, shall have one vote by virtue of his office, and the Grand 
Master a casting vote in case of equality ; unless the Lodge, for 
the sake of expedition, think proper to leave any particular 
subject to the determination of the Grand Master. Where any 
subject can be satisfactorily settled by an open vote, the votes of 
the members are always to be signified by each holding up one of 
his hands, which uplifted hands the Grand Wardens or Grand 
Deacons are to count, unless the number should be so unequal as 
to render counting unnecessary ; but any brother may demand a 
ballot on any question, either before or immediately after an open 
vote shall have been taken. 

3. All members shall keep their seats, except the Grand 
Deacons, Grand Director of Ceremonies and his Assistant, and 
the Grand Stewards, who are allowed to move about from place 
to place, in the discharge of their duties. 

4. No brother shall speak twice to the same question, unless in 
explanation, or the mover in reply. 

5. Every one who speaks shall rise, and remain standing, 
addressing himself to the Grand Master ; nor shall any brother 
presume to interrupt him, unless to address the Grand Master to 
order, or the Grand Master shall think fit to call him to order ; 
but after he has been set right, he may proceed, if he observe due 
order and decorum. 

6. If any member shall have been twice called to order for 
transgressing these rules, and shall nevertheless be guilty of a 
third offence at the same meeting, the Grand Master may 
peremptorily command him to leave the Lodge for that 
Communication. 

7. Whoever shall be so unmasonic as to hiss at a brother, or at 
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what he has said, shall be solemnly excluded the Communication, 
and declared incapable of being a member of the Grand Lodge, 
until at another time he publicly own his fault, and grace be 
granted. 

8. No motion on any new subject shall be made, nor any new 
matter entered upon after eleven o’clock at night. 

9. No money grants shall be made by Grand Lodge on the 
last day of the Communication, unless notice shall have been given 
the day previous. 

10. No notice shall be entertained for altering or amending 
the laws, rules or regulations of this Grand Lodge, or for adding a 
new law, rule or regulation thereto, without notice in writing, 
stating the amendment proposed, having been given at the 
Communication previous to that at which it is to be brought 
before Grand Lodge, and no alteration or addition to the 
Constitution shall be made binding unless supported by two-thirds 
of the votes present. 

OF GRAND MASTER. 

1. The Grand Master shall, according to ancient usage, be elected 
and installed at the Annual Communication. He is then to 
nominate such of his Grand Officers as it is his prerogative to 
appoint, who with the elective Grand Officers, are, if present, to be 
thereupon installed or invested in ancient form. 

2. In the temporary absence of the Grand Master from the 
Province, the Deputy Grand Master shall possess all the powers 
of the Grand Master ; and should the Grand Master die during his 
term of office, or be rendered incapable of discharging the duties 
thereof, by sickness, permanent absence from the Provin6e, or 
otherwise, the Deputy Grand Master shall forthwith assume the 
functions of Grand Master until the next annual election ; and 
should the Deputy Grand Master die previous to such election, 
the Grand Wardens shall immediately summon a Grand Lodge 
to elect a Grand Master. 

3. The Grand Master, under sanction of the Grand Lodge, may 
by warrant appoint any brother of eminence and skill to represent 
the Grand Lodge in a sister Grand Lodge. He may also, with 
the concurrence of the Grand Lodge, constitute any distinguished 
brother, who may be regularly deputed from a sister Grand Lodge, 
a member of the Grand Lodge of Canada, with such rank as the 
Grand Lodge may deem to be appropriate. 

4. The Grand Master has full authority to preside in any Lodge, 
and to order any of his grand officers to attend him. His Deputy 
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is to be placed on his right and the Master of the Lodge on his left 
hand. His Wardens are, also, to act as Wardens of that particular 
Lodge during his presence; but if the Grand Wardens be not 
present, then the Grand Master may command the Wardens of 
the Lodge, or any Master Masons, to act as his Wardens, pro 
tempore . 

5. The Grand Master may send his Grand Officers to visit any 
Lodge he may think proper. 

6. The Grand Master may summon any Lodge or brother to 
attend him, and to produce the warrant, books, papers and 
accounts of such Lodge, or the certificate of such brother. If the 
summons be not complied with, or a sufficient reason given for 
non-compliance, such summons is to be repeated as a peremptory 
summons ; if such last summons be not attended to, such Lodge 
or brother may be suspended, and the proceeding notified to the 
Grand Lodge. 

7. The Grand Master shall not be applied to officially on any 
business concerning Masons or Masonry, but through the Grand 
Secretary, the Deputy Grand Master, or the District Deputy Grand 
Masters. 


OF DEPUTY GRAND MASTER. 

1. This officer is to be elected at the Annual Communication of 
the Grand Lodge ; and in order that both sections of the Province 
may enjoy a proper representation, he shall not be elected from that 
portion of the Province in which the Grand Master resides. If 
present, he shall be immediately installed, according to ancient 
usage. In the absence of the Grand Master, as hereinbefore 
provided, the Deputy possesses all his powers and privileges. 

2. The Deputy Grand Master has full authority, unless the 
Grand Master be present, to preside in any Lodge which he may 
visit, with the District Deputy Grand Master, on his right hand, 
and the Master of the Lodge on his left hand. The Grand 
Wardens, if present, are to act as Wardens of that particular 
Lodge during the Deputy Grand Master’s continuance there ; but 
if the Grand Wardens be not present, then the Deputy Grand 
Master may command the Wardens of the Lodge, or any other 
Master Masons, to act as his Wardens pro tempore. 

OF DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND MASTER. 

1. The District Deputy Grand Master for each District shall 
be nominated by the representatives of the Lodges of such 
District, at the Annual Communication, and if confirmed by the 
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Grand Master, if present, he shall be regularly installed. He 
must be a Past Master, and a resident in the District for which 
he is appointed. 

2. He may preside in every Lodge he visits within his District, 
with the Master of the Lodge on his right hand. 

3. It shall be the duty of the District Deputy Grand Master to 
visit all the Lodges in his District during his term of office, to see 
that such Lodges are working in accordance with the ritual 
adopted by Grand Lodge, and that returns have been regularly 
forwarded, with all fees and dues that may have accrued ; and, on 
refusal or neglect on the part of any Lodge to make such returns 
and payments, he may suspend such Lodge. 

4. He may hear and determine any subjects of Masonic 
complaint or irregularity, respecting Lodges or individual Masons 
within his District, and may proceed to admonition or to 
suspension, until the decision of the Grand Master shall be known 
thereon. A minute of all such proceedings, stating the offence 
and the law applicable to it, together with his decision, shall be 
transmitted to the Grand Master through the Grand Secretary ; 
and when the case is of so flagrant a nature, as, in the judgment of 
the District Deputy Grand Master, to require the erasure of a 
Lodge, or the expulsion of a brother, he shall make a special 
report to the Grand Lodge, with his opinion thereon. 

5. The District Deputy Grand Master has no power to expel a 
Mason ; but when satisfied that any brother has been unjustly or 
illegally suspended, removed, or excluded from any of his 
Masonic functions or privileges, by a Lodge within his District, 
he may order him to be immediately restored, and may suspend, 
until the next Communication of the Grand Lodge, the Lodge or 
brother who shall refuse to comply with such order ; and shall 
immediately report the circumstances to the Grand Master. 

6. If the District Deputy Grand Master shall neglect to proceed 
on any case or business, which may be sent for his decision, within 
a reasonable time, the application or complaint may be transmitted 
to the Grand Secretary. An appeal, in all cases, lies from the 
District Deputy Grand Master to the Grand Master or the Grand 
Lodge. 

7. The District Deputy Grand Master may summon any Lodge 
or brother within his District to attend him, and to produce the 
warrant, books, papers, and accounts of such Lodge, or the 
certificate of such brother. If the summons be not complied with, 
nor a sufficient reason given for non-compliance, a peremptory 
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summons shall be issued ; and, in case of contumacy, he may 
suspend the Lodge or brother, as before provided. 

8. He has power to give or to refuse consent for the removal - 
of a Lodge from town to town within his District, but not from 
his District into another, or from another District into his own, 
without the sanction of the Grand Master. 

9. He has power to grant Dispensations for festivals and public 
processions, reporting the same to the Grand Master. 

10. He is required to correspond with the Grand Lodge, and to 
transmit to the Grand Secretary,- at least fourteen days prior to 
the Annual Communication, a circumstantial account, in writing, 
of his proceedings, and of the state of Masonry within his District ; 
together with a list of such Lodges as may have been constituted 
since his last return, and the fees due thereon to the Grand Lodge. 

11. He may appoint a District Chaplain and Secretary, during 
pleasure, but who shall have no rank in Grand Lodge by virtue of 
such office. 

OF GRAND WARDENS. 

1. The Grand Wardens shall be elected and invested at the 
Annual Communication. 

2. When the actual Grand Wardens are in Grand Lodge, no others 
can supply their places, but in their absence the Senior Past Grand 
Wardens present shall act pro tempore . If no Past Grand Warden 
be present, the Grand Master may direct any other member of 
Grand Lodge to act as Grand Warden for that occasion. 

3. The Grand Wardens, whenever commanded, are to attend 
the Grand Master, and while he presides in any particular Lodge, 
are to act there as his Wardens. 

OF GRAND CHAPLAIN. 

1. The Grand Chaplain shall be elected and invested at the 
Annual Communication, and shall attend all communications and 
other meetings of the Grand Lodge, and there offer up solemn 
prayer suitable to the occasion, as established by the usage of the 
fraternity. 

OF GRAND TREASURER. 

1. The Grand Treasurer shall be elected and invested at the 
Annual Communication. 

2. The Grand Treasurer shall give a joint bond, with two 
sureties, to the Grand Master and Deputy Grand Master, in such 
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penalty and with such conditions as may be deemed expedient, 
for the due performance of his trust. 

3. To the Grand Treasurer shall be committed all monies raised 
for the general charity, or for any other public use of the fraternity, 
of which he shall keep an account in a book, specifying the 
respective uses for which the several sums are intended ; and shall 
disburse the same in such manner as the Grand Lodge or other 
proper authority shall direct, and produce his accounts of receipts 
and disbursements before every Regular Communication, or when 
called for by the Audit Committee ; and these accounts shall be 
annually audited by the said Committee, who shall make their 
report thereon at the Annual Communication in July. 

OF GRAND REGISTRAR. 

1. The Grand Registrar shall be elected and invested at the 
Annual Communication. 

2. He shall have the custody of the seals of the Grand Lodge, 
and shall affix, or may authorize the Grand Secretary to affix the 
same to all patents, warrants, certificates, ana other documents 
issued by authority of the Grand Lodge, together with such as the 
Grand Master, in conformity with the laws and regulations of the 
Grand Lodge may direct. 

3. The Grand Master may, by a written document, direct the 
Grand Registrar to take charge of any District for which there is 
not a District Deputy Grand Master ; and he shall thereby be 
empowered to perform all the functions of a District Deputy 
Grand Master. 

OF GRAND SECRETARY. 

1. The Grand Secretary shall be elected and invested at the 
Annual Communication. 

2. The Grand Secretary is to sign and certify all instruments 
from the Grand Lodge, under seal or otherwise ; to issue 
summonses for all meetings of the Grand Lodge and of any 
Committee of which he shall be directed by the Grand Master or 
Grand Lodge, and to attend and take minutes of their proceedings; 
to receive the returns from the several Lodges, and enter them 
in the books of the Grand Lodge, and duly report the same at 
each Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge ; to transmit to 
all Lodges the proceedings of every Communication or other 
meeting of Grand Lodge, and all such other papers and documents 
as may be ordered, either by the Grand Master, the Grand Lodge, 
or other proper authority ; to notify all Lodges, annually, of all 
expelled, suspended or excluded members for the year ; to furnish

the District Deputy Grand Masters and Committees with all proper 
documents and information that they may require ; to receive all 
petitions, memorials, &c., and to lay them before the Grand 
Master or other proper authority ; to attend the Grand Master or 
Committees, and to take to him or them any books or papers he 
or they may direct; to conduct the correspondence of the Grand 
Lodge ; to receive, credit and record all monies of the Grand 
Lodge, and pay over the same without delay to the Grand Treasurer, 
and annually report the amount received, and generally to do all 
such things as heretofore have, or should have been done, by a 
Grand Secretary. 

OF GRAND DEACONS. 

1 . The Grand Deacons are to be appointed by the Grand Master 
on the day of his installation. * 

2. If the Grand Deacons be absent, the Grand Master or 
presiding officer may appoint any members of Grand Lodge to 
officiate pro tempore. 


OF GRAND SUPERINTENDENT OF WORKS, GRAND DIRECTOR OF CERE- 
MONIES, ASSISTANT GRAND SECRETARY, ASSISTANT GRAND 
DIRECTOR OF CEREMONIES, GRAND SWORD BEARER, GRAND 
ORGANIST, ASSISTANT GRAND ORGANIST, GRAND PURSUIVANT, 
GRAND STEWARDS, GRAND STANDARD BEARERS, AND GRAND 
TYLER. 

L The Grand Superintendent of Works, Director of Cere- 
monies, Assistant Secretary, Assistant Director of Ceremonies, 
Sword Bearer, Organist, Assistant Organist, and Pursuivant, 
Standard Bearers and Stewards, are to be appointed annually by 
the Grand Master, on the day of his installation. They are to 
attend all communications and other meetings of the Grand Lodge. 

2. The Grand Superintendent of Works ought to be a brother 
well skilled in the science of geometry and architecture. He is 
to advise with the Grand Master on all plans of buildings or 
edifices undertaken by the Grand Lodge, and furnish plans and 
estimates for the same ; he is to superintend their construction, 
and see that they are conformable to the plans approved by the 
Grand Master and the Grand Lodge ; he is to suggest improvements, 
where necessary in all the edifices of the Grand Lodge ; and on the 
first meeting in every year, report on the state of repair or 
dilapidation of such edifices, and make such further reports, from 
time to time, as he may deem expedient. 

3. The Grand Director of Ceremonies , in addition to his other 
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duties, has the care, during the session of Grand Lodge, of the 
regalia, clothing, insignia, and jewels belonging to the Grand Lodge. 

4. The Grand Pursuivant shall preserve order in the porch 
at every meeting of the Grand Lodge, and, with the assistance of 
the brethren nominated for attendance there, see that none except 
those that are qualified, and who have their proper clothing and 
jewels, and have signed their names to the accustomed papers, and 
are, in all respects, entitled to admission, be admitted. 

5. Twelve Grand Steioards shall be annually appointed, for the 
regulation of grand festivals, under the direction of the Grand 
Master. They shall also assist in conducting the arrangements 
made for the communications and other meetings of the Grand 
Lodge. 

6. Grand Standard Bearers may be appointed by the Grand 
Master, as the occasion may require. They must be Master 
Masons, and are to carry the standards of the Grand Lodge, and 
Grand Master, on all grand ceremonies. They are not, however, 
by their appointment, members of the Grand Lodge, nor are they 
to wear the clothing of a Grand Officer. 

7. Any Grand Officer, entitled to have a standard, may whenever 
it shall be necessary, appoint a standard bearer, who must be a 
Master Mason. 

8. The Grand Tyler is to be elected by an open vote, at the 
Annual Communication. 

9. The Grand Tyler is to attend all meetings of the Grand 
Lodge, assist in the arrangements, and see that none be admitted 
but those properly entitled. 

10. If any Grand Tyler shall officiate, or attend at any meeting 
or pretended Lodge of Masons not being regularly constituted, or 
not acknowledging the authority of the Grand Master, or not 
conforming to the laws of the Grand Lodge, he shall thereby be 
rendered incapable of ever after being a Tyler or attendant on a 
Lodge, and be excluded the benefit of the general charity. 

It was moved by W. Br. John IT. Graham, seconded by 
R.W. Br. James Seymour, and 

Resolved — That the M.W. Grand Master be requested to appoint a Special 
Committee to consider the amendments to the Constitution, as proposed by 
R.W. Br. J. C. Franck, as a substitute for the Board of General Purposes, and 
to report to this Grand Lodge. 

The. M.W. Grand Master named the following brethren 
to compose such Committee, viz: — M. W. Brs. W. C. 
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Stephens and A. Bernard ; R.W. Brs. J. C. Franck, James 
Moffatt, George Masson, William Bellhouse and David 
Browne, and W. Brs. Henry Macpherson and John 
H. Graham.

The “ Kilwinning ” Lodge desire to bring under the notice of 
the Grand Lodge the case of Brother Taylor, late Secretary of the 
“ Kilwinning ” Lodge, who has for the past eighteen months been 
an invalid, and entirely dependent, together with his wife 
and large family for the necessaries of life upon the “ Kilwinning ” 
Lodge. From time to time, as the necessity of the case required, 
sums of money have been voted from the funds of the Lodge, 
and also not unfrequently have private subscriptions been made in

Montreal, July 10, 1863. 

To the Most Worshipful the Grand Master , and the 
Grand Lodge of Canada .

Taylor, are as I believe, 
perfectly correct, and would recommend Grand Lodge to make 
such an appropriation as the circumstances seem to them to 
require. 

2. With regard to the application of Br. Aaron, I have to say, 
that I have not sufficient knowledge of the circumstances of his 
case, as would warrant me in recommending any appropriation of 
the funds of Grand Lodge.

report. 

The Committee to whom was referred the consideration of the 
duties and powers of the Board of General Purposes, beg leave to 
report : 

That all relating to the Board of General Purposes, in the 
Constitution of the Grand Lodge of Canada, be omitted, and the 
following inserted in its stead : 

At each Annual Communication of Grand Lodge, the Grand 
Lodge shall appoint an Audit Committee of three, who shall hold 
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Superinte’t. of Works. 
Direc. of Ceremonies. 
Secretary. 

Sword Bearer. 

Direc. of Ceremonies. 
Organist.

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Grand Stewards. 
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office until the termination of the following Annual Communication 
of Grand Lodge. 

At each Communication of Grand Lodge, the Grand Master 
shall appoint three Masters, or Past Masters of Lodges, in the 
vicinity of the place where the following Communication of Grand 
Lodge is to be held, as a Committee on Credentials. They shall 
attend within the porch of the Grand Lodge at the Annual 
Communication, for the purpose of guarding, with the assistance of 
the Grand Pursuivant, against the admission of any but those who 
are qualified, have their proper clothing and jewels, have signed 
their names to the accustomed papers, and are in all respects 
entitled to admission. The three brethren so appointed shall hold 
office until the termination of the next Annual Communication. 

GENERAL COMMITTEE. 

1. The General Committee shall consist of thirty-two members, 
sixteen of whom shall be appointed by the Grand Master, and the 
remaining sixteen shall be elected by the Grand Lodge ; the whole 
thirty-two to be selected from among the actual Masters and Past 
Masters of the Lodges. Members thus appointed and elected 
shall hold office for two years. At least one half of such appointed 
or elected members are to be actual Masters at the time of such 
appointment or election, nor can more than two members of the 
same Lodge be appointed or elected on the General Committee ; but 
this shall not disqualify any Past Master, being a subsoribing 
member and Master of another Lodge, from being elected for and 
representing the Lodge of which he is Worshipful Master. One 
half the members, both appointed and elected, who have served 
for two years, as hereinbefore provided, must go out of office at 
each Annual Communication. Retiring members are eligible for 
re-appointment or re-election. 

2. The names of the several brethren intended to be put in 
nomination as members of the General Committee, (eight of whom 
are to be elected at each Annual Communication) are to be delivered 
in writing to the Grand Secretary, on the first day of the assembling 
of Grand Lodge in Annual Communication, in order that all names 
so to be proposed may be printed in a list, a copy of which shall 
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be delivered to each member of the Grand Lodge previous to the 
election. The ballotting lists are subsequently to be collected by 
scrutineers, as hereinbefore provided. 

3. Should any member of the Committee die or be removed, 
the Grand Master shall appoint some brother to act in his stead. 

4. Should the Chairman be absent from any meeting of the 
Committee, the brother highest in rank and seniority shall preside. 

5. The Committee shall, at or immediately after every Regular 
Communication of Grand Lodge, but not before the election and 
appointment of the new members, elect their chairman and appoint 
from amongst its members the following sub-committees : 

(1.) On Charity. 

(2.) On Condition of Masonry. 

(3.) On Grievances and Appeals. 

(4.) On Finance and Property. 

(5.) On Constitution and Regulations. 

(6.) On Foreign Correspondence. 

6. Each Committee should be chosen as nearly as possible from 
one locality ; a majority of each Committee to be a quorum. Not 
less than five to form a quorum of the Committee of Grievances 
and Appeals. 

7. The General Committee shall at the same time appoint the 
Chairman of each sub-committee, who may call it together at such 
times as may be necessary. 

8. The General Committee has authority to hear and report 
upon all subjects of masonic complaint, or irregularity respecting 
Lodges or individual Masons, when regularly brought before it. 

9. The Grand Master may summon any Lodge or brother to 
attend before the General Committee, and to produce the Warrant, 
books, papers and accounts of the Lodge, or the certificate of the 
brother. If such Lodge or brother does not comply or gi\e 
sufficient reasons for non-compliance, on report of the Committee, 
the Grand Master may suspend such Lodge or brother. 

1 0. When the General Committee has investigated any case which 
in its judgment requires admonition, fine or suspension, the fact 
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alleged as the offence shall be fully stated in the minute, shall be 
declared proven, the law relating thereto quoted, and the opinion 
of the Committee recorded, and reported to the Grand Master or 
Grand Lodge. 

11. In case of any charge or complaint affecting a member of 
the Committee, or a Lodge to which he belongs, such member 
shall withdraw whilst the Committee considers its decision. 

12. The members of the Committee shall be in masonic clothing 
when they proceed to the investigation of any charge or complaint. 

13. The General Committee shall have charge of the finances of 
the Grand Lodge, examine all demands upon it, and when found 
correct, shall report to the Grand Master, who may order the 
Grand Treasurer to discharge them. 

14. The Audit Committee shall have full power to inspect all 
books and papers relating to the accounts of the Grand Lodge, and 
to report to Grand Lodge any alterations that may be considered 
desirable. 

15. The Grand Master may summon the Grand Treasurer, 
Grand Registrar, Grand Secretary, or other officer or brother 
having possession of any books, papers, documents or accounts 
belonging to the Grand Lodge, to attend any Committee, who shall 
report thereon to Grand Lodge. 

16. The books of the Grand Lodge shall be closed on the thirty- 
first day of December in each year, and at the first meeting of the 
Audit Committee thereafter, the account and balance sheet, together 
with a list of the contributions, a statement of funds in hand, and 
of all property belonging to Grand Lodge, shall be presented and 
audited ; after which they shall be printed and transmitted to 
each Lodge. 

17. The General Committee has the direction of everything 
relating to the buildings and furniture of the Grand Lodge, and 
may suggest any alterations or improvements. 

18. The General Committee shall cause the necessary preparations 
to be made for the Communications of the Grand Lodge, as well as 
for days of festivals, public ceremonies, &c. It shall also give orders 
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for all the usual and ordinary articles which may be required for 
the Grand Lodge; but no extraordinary expense of any kind shall 
be incurred, without the previous sanction of Grand Lodge. 

19. The General Committee has likewise the care and regulation 
of all the concerns of the Grand Lodge, and may recommend for 
its adoption whatever it shall deem necessary or advantageous to 
the welfare and good government of the Craft ; and may originate 
plans for the better regulation of the Grand Lodge, and the 
arrangement of its general transactions. 

21. No recommendation, petition, or representation of any kind, 
shall be received by the Committee, unless it be in writing, and 
signed by the person or persons addressing the Committee. 

22. All communications from the General Committee to the 
Grand Master, Grand Lodge, or other Committees, or any private 
Lodge or brother, shall be made in writing. 

23. The General Committee shall proceed to the consideration of 
any special matter which may be referred to it by the Grand Master 
or Grand Lodge, in preference to other business. 

24. All transactions and resolutions of the General Committee 
shall be entered in the minute book by the Grand Secretary. 

25. The transactions and resolutions of each of the sub-com- 
mittees shall be entered in minute books by the Chairman of each 
Committee. 

26. There shall be an annual meeting of the General Committee, 
held at least one day before the Annual Communication of Grand 
Lodge, at the place appointed for holding the meeting of Grand 
Lodge. It may also be convened at other times, by comfnand of 
the Grand Master.

REPORT. 

The Board of General Purposes, to whom was referred the 
consideration of matters contained in the reports of the District 
Deputy Grand Masters for the various Masonic Districts, 
submitted the following Report : — 

LONDON DISTRICT. 

The Board note with pleasure, that the majority of the Lodges 
in this District are in a flourishing condition ; but, are constrained 
to observe in the report itself, some evidences which serve as a 
drawback. To this statement, viz., that of nineteen Lodges, over 
one half (ten Lodges) owe Grand Lodge up to the 27th December 
last, about $350.00, in sums varying from $6.00 to $100.00; and 
although the Lodges in the District generally are anxious to work 
correctly, it is in this District apparently, as in most of the others 
too often the case, that some of the Lodges located in villages and 
country places allow a laxity to creep in which is much to be 
condemned ; and with many, not here perhaps more than else- 
where, it is the idea that D. D. Grand Masters should come to 
them when required, to perform such and such a ceremony better 
than they could do it themselves ; with due submission it is 
conceived that D. D. Grand Masters, frequently in their reports 
to Grand Lodge, unintentionally and by their frequent excuses, as 
shewn in their various reports, for not more often visiting the

Lodges under their charge, foster the idea that the main, if not 
sole use of a D. D. Grand Master is to work for them on a gala 
night, and that there is but little obligation resting on the 
members of the Lodges, themselves to learn from those officers, 
all they honestly can do in order to perform correctly their duty 
to the Craft. 

With regard to the “ Morpeth ” Lodge, the Master and five 
brethren of which, wish to retain possession of the Warrant; 
although from the luke-warmness of its members, he could not 
succeed in getting a meeting. The Board recommend that unless 
some very special and temporary cause can be shewn for this state 
of things, the Warrant be at once called in. 

The Board see no cause to accede to the request of the “ Great 
Western” Lodge, who desired to have a part of its indebtedness 
to Grand Lodge remitted, because such Lodge allowed its members 
to retire from the Lodge in arrears ; as it was the duty of such 
Lodge, and more especially of the Master for the time being, to 
see that the brethren paid their dues quarterly. 

HURON DISTRICT 

Contains eleven Lodges. The RW. Brother says: “ I went to 
“Tudor” Lodge, No. 141, to inquire into charges preferred 
against their late Worshipful Master ; ” but he has not thought it 
requisite to give any information on these charges, or whether they 
were brought to trial. On the occasion of a visit paid to Lodge, 
No. 144, he says, “ I being at the time W.M. of Nos. 81 and 102 ; 
there is surely some error in this statement. 

This report shows a good deal of pains taken that the Lodges 
should be kept in good working order, and a very fair amount of 
improvement in the District; but there is still the old complaint, 
of a want of uniformity in the work ; but this is a want, which the 
Board are glad to believe, is year by year diminishing. 

HAMILTON DISTRICT. 

This R. W. Brother says truly : — “ To discharge the duties of a 
District Deputy Grand Master properly, would require an amount 
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of time and means few business men can spare.” A remedy to a 
great extent would be found, were the officers of Lodges 
themselves more impressed with the duty they owe to their 
District Deputy Grand Masters in visiting them more frequently 
and, whenever in their power consulting with such brethren as 
may be within their reach, and as often as possible visiting other 
Lodges. The Board do certainly not consider the District Deputy 
Grand Master to be a travelling lecturer, nor was the office created 
for any such purpose. 

We have at this meeting of Grand Lodge missed the good, 
honest face of him who has so long filled the office of Grand Tyler. 
The Report of the District Deputy Grand Master for the Hamilton 
District informs us that he will never meet with us again on earth ; 
but it is hoped that our worthy Brother Morrison, has been 
admitted within the walls of a Heavenly Grand Lodge where no 
cowan can approach the entrance. 


TORONTO DISTRICT 

Contains twenty-four Lodges ; some of those in the rural districts 
appear not to be in such a satisfactory condition as may be desired* 
but an improvement is looked for by the R.W. Brother who 
presides over them. One new Lodge has been erected during the 
past year. The Report shows that the R.W. Brother has not 
spared himself in the performance of his duties. 


CENTRAL DISTRICT. 

The R.W. Brother who presided over the District for the 
past year has had apparently but little to do ; he speaks highly 
of the state of the Lodges in the District, and their desire to profit 
by his instructions. He has had no masonic grievances before 
him, and the Lodges are working successfully. 

EASTERN TOWNSHIPS DISTRICT 

Contains ten Lodges which appear to be prosperous, and working 
in harmony and good-will. 
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The Lodges are the same in number as last year, viz : — five ; 
four of which have been visited, and on the whole the result has 
been satisfactory. 

With regard to the recommendation, that the Annual Commu- 
nication of Grand Lodge be held alternately in two fixed localities, 
the Board leaves the subject to the decision of Grand Lodge, 
without any recommendation. 


WILSON DISTRICT 

Shows a very satisfactory condition, and an evidence that the 
uniformity of work is progressing. 

There are no reports from the Ontario, Prince Edward, and 
Quebec Districts, and no reason given to the Board for this neglect 
by the brethren concerned. 

It is evident that the work of the Lodges is gradually getting 
more uniform, and the Board have reason to hope that this 
improvement will continue. Another subject of congratulation is 
that but few new Lodges are being called into existence ; it is 
believed that there is a sufficient number in operation for the 
present wants of the Province, except it may be in some very 
special case.

Resolved —^ That the subject of the Masonic Districts, as now constituted, be 
referred to a Special Committee, to be appointed by the M.W. Grand Master, 
with a view to their re-construction, or if necessary, to reduce the number 
of Lodges in each District, by increasing the number of Districts, or otherwise, 
and thereby to ensure greater efficiency in their supervision by the respective 
District Deputy Grand Masters, said Committee to report at the next Annual 
Communication of this Grand Lodge. 
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The Board of General Purposes submitted the following 
Report on Grievances and Appeals : 


REPORT. 

The Board of General Purposes beg leave to report that they 
have seriously and earnestly taken into consideration the charges 
preferred against W. Bro. Robert Marshal Scholes, P.M. of 
“ Antiquity ” Lodge, Montreal, who has been under suspension 
since January 6, 1863, for unmasonic conduct. They find the 
several charges sustained ; but inasmuch as the offending brother 
has suffered the penalty of exclusion from his Lodge, and suspension 
of all his masonic privileges for the period of six months, and as 
there are evidently mitigating circumstances connected with the 
case, they would most respectfully recommend to Grand Lodge 
that the sentence of suspension be removed so soon as W. Brother 
Scholes tenders an ample apology to the satisfaction of the M.W. 
Grand Master for the offences committed. 

In reference to the charges preferred by W. Br. R. M. Scholes, 
against R.W. Br. A. A. Stevenson, D.D.G.M. for the Montreal 
District, the Board cannot entertain them, inasmuch as they have 
been made since the complainant has been under suspension. In 
the case of Br. Robert H. Hervey against W. Br. Wm. Garvey, 
W.M. of “ St. James ” Lodge, No. 74, the Board would recommend 
that the charges be referred to the R.W. D.D.G.M. for the Central 
District for adjudication, inasmuch as there is not time to surtimon 
the brethren implicated during the present Communication of 
Grand Lodge. 

In reference to the charges against W. Br. G. R. Jervis, W.M. 
of “ Tudor ” Lodge, No. 141, the Board would recommend that 
the case lie over till the next Annual Communication of Grand 
Lodge, in consequence of no steps having been taken to summon 
the said Br. Jervis to appear before this Grand Lodge, to show 
cause why he should not be expelled from the Craft, and in the 
meantime, that the sentence of suspension remain in force.

The Committee regarding this sum altogether inadequate to 
procure a suitable testimonial, and having in view the fact that the

The Board of General Purposes, to whom was referred 
the consideration of matters contained in the address of the 
M.W. Grand Master, submitted the following : 

REPORT. 

M. W. GRAND MASTER’S ADDRESS. 

To the M. W. Grand Lodge . 

Your Board, to whom was submitted the address of the 
M.W. Grand Master, beg respectfully to observe thereon, that 
they most heartily concur in the remarks contained in the Grand 
Master’s address, with reference to the auspicious occasion of the 
marriage of our beloved Prince of Wales with the accomplished 
and lovely daughter of Denmark, and desire to express .their 
heartfelt wishes that that marriage may be productive, as they have 
every reason to hope and believe, of happy and permanent advan- 
tages and lasting blessings to the British Empire, and the world 
in general. 

They have known the Prince on this Continent, and esteem him, 
and trust that when the G.A.O.T.U. shall so decree, and that he 
should assume the dignified responsibilities of the British Empire, 
that we may find in him a worthy successor to our present beloved 
Queen — but may that day be far distant. 

The advancement and progress of Freemasonry in the Province, 
as recorded in the Grand Master’s address, cannot but be gratifying 
to Grand Lodge and the Craft in general. 
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The decisions of the M.W. Grand Master, on the various points 
referred to in his address, appear to your Board to be in perfect 
harmony with the laws of Masonry. 

It is gratifying to the Board to observe that, in the absence of 
any particularly organized body for that purpose, the Grand Master 
has duly attended to the necessities and the duties of the Craft in 
all cases requiring their benevolent interposition. 

Your Board feel that, whilst the Grand Lodge of Canada can 
afford all assistance that may be needed by brethren claiming its 
aid, the time has not yet arrived when the laudable anticipations 
of the Grand Lodge for the erection of a Masonic Asylum can be 
carried out. 

It is gratifying to your Board to observe that the recognition 
of the valued services of the M.W. Past Grand Master Wilson 
has at length taken substantial position, and that their acknow- 
ledgement of his devotion to the Order in the formation, and in 
the early days of the Grand Lodge of Canada, are now to be 
fittingly recognized. 

The M.W. Grand Master calls the attention of Grand Lodge to 
an omission which he and your Board are perfectly aware must 
have been an inadvertance on their part. In 1856, the Grand Lodge, 
duly appreciating the valuable counsel and services of the R.W # 
Br. W. C. Stephens, recorded by a unanimous vote, that an 
acknowledgment of those services should be recognized, by 
presenting the R.W. Brother with an honorary jewel, or some 
other suitable mark of esteem, and they beg to suggest that 
immediate steps be taken to procure and present the said highly 
deserved testimonial. 

It cannot fail to be a matter of congratulation to the Board and 
Grand Lodge, that those cordial relations between this Grand 
Lodge and the Grand Lodge of England, have been recognized by 
them, by the appointment of R.W. Brother LorddeTabley as the 
Representative of the Grand Lodge of Canada, at the United 
Grand Lodge of England. 

The correspondence, and the action taken by the M.W. Grand 
Master, with reference to the Lodges claiming affiliation with the 
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Grand Lodge of England, is most cordially approved, and the 
Board earnestly feel with him the hope, that the matters have been 
so happily adjusted. 

It cannot fail to be a matter of congratulation to the Craft, 
that our relations with the Grand Lodges of Ireland and Scotland 
are of the most fraternal character, and it is only to be regretted 
that the harmonious exchange of friendly relations between 
ourselves and our brethren in the Southern States of America, 
should have been disturbed by the much lamented strife between 
them and their Northern States. 

Your Board highly approve the prudent and conservative action 
of the Most Worshipful the Grand Master, with reference to the 
invitation he received for the u National Masonic Convention,” 
held in New York in September last. 

Your Board most cordially recognize the truly Masonic 
sentiments contained in the M.W. Grand Master’s address, with 
reference to the sad misunderstanding between the Northern and 
Southern States of America, and earnestly unites with him in the 
hope, that within a very brief period, our brethren on this 
continent may be restored to those peaceful relations, which have, 
and they trust ever will characterize Freemasonry all over the globe.

The testimonial voted by the Craft of Canada to their 
first Grand Master, Most Worshipful William Merger 
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Wilson, Esquire, which had been selected by the Committee 
appointed by Grand Lodge for that purpose, was presented 
to him in open Lodge, by the M. W. Grand Master 
T. Douglas Harington, Esquire, who accompanied the 
presentation with some appropriate and affectionate 
remarks, which were warmly assented to by the brethren 
present. The following is a brief account of the remarks 
expressed by M.W. Brother Wilson on the occasion : 

Most Worshipful Sir and Brethren : 

There are incidents, I presume, in the lives of most men, which, 
exciting their liveliest feelings of grateful emotion, creates in them 
an intense desire for the ability to express them suitably and 
forcibly, but the very intensity of the feelings excited by the 
occasion, prevents all expression of them. Such is my own 
condition at the present moment, and I have no words at command 
with which to express a tithe of the emotions which now swell at 
and oppress my heart.

Brethren, you have been pleased to rate highly my past services 
in the cause of Masonry, but this you must permit me to say 
that, had it not been for the wise heads and warm hearts which 
encouraged, counselled and sustained me, during the many hours 
of anxiety, perplexity and difficulty, when we first raised the 
standard of our Grand Lodge, all the efforts which were then made 
to establish Canadian Masonry on a permanent and suitable basis, 
would have proved a failure; for the invaluable services rendered 
by these fathers of Canadian Masonry, on the occasion referred to, 
for the unvarying kindness and support which l have individually 
and at all times received from the Craft at large, and for this last 
and crowning mark of your esteem and approbation, I can only 
tender you my most grateful and heartfelt acknowledgments. 
This magnificent testimonial will be proudly preserved by my 
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descendants, and long years after all who now hear me shall have 
passed away from the chequered scenes of this earthly pilgrimage, 
future generations of Masons may point to it and say, it was thus 
that our masonic fore-fathers proved their love for the Royal Art, 
and rewarded those who had labored for the cause.
